DANGEROUS OLLS, 


A Pittsburg contemporary speaks of 
an alarming number of accidents that 
have recently occurred from the explo- 
sion of lamps in which refined petro- 
leum is used as the illuminating agent. 
This increase in the number of these 
casualties is attributed to oil below the 
test required by law, large quantities 
of which are said to be selling in Pitts- 
burg and other cities of Pennsylvania. 
This may be true, but we are inclined 
to believe the reporter has either ex- 
aggerated the evil or that he has him- 
self been deceived. Asis well known 
Pittsburg is an important refining cen- 
ter and it should therefore not be diffi- 
cult’ for dealers to obtain supplies 
which meet all the requirements of the 
Pennsylvania petroleum law, which 
explicitly provides that “no refined 
petroleum, ete., the fire test of which 
shall be less than one hundred and ten 
degrees Fahrenheit, shall be sold or 
offered for sale as an illuminator for 
consumption within the limits of 
Pennsylvania.” The same act indi- 
cates the manner and the instrument 
to be used in testing, and makes pro- 
vision for the punishment for any vio- 
lation of the law. The reporter has 
apparently discovered a ‘‘mare’s nest,” 
as all the petroleum is branded by 
an inspector and the lower grades are 
shipped to points where no restriction 
exists as to the flashing or burning 
point. Lt will only tend to injure the 
refining interest to circulate sensation- 
al reports of sales of unsafe oil which 
have little or no foundation in fact. 
The suggestion that the retail dealers 
adulterate the oil is untenable from 
the fact that the difference in the 
wholesale price of 100 deg. flash and 
110 deg. flash oil is not sufficient to 
compensate the dealer for the trouble 
of mixing, to say nothing about paying 
him for the risk he wovld run of pun- 
ishmept for a violation of the law and 
loss of custom after exposure. The 
trouble is doubtless attributable to 
carelessness on the part of the consum- 
ers, whose familiarity with petroleum 
has made them relax the precautions in 
handling the oil which common pru- 
dence should dictate.

SMALL TRADE IN LINSEED 


FROM ABROAD. 

The consumption of Calcutta and 
Bombay seed in this country during 
the present year will be buta trifle 
compared to the past two years. Since 
January 1 the imports into the United 
States have been 64,276 bags and this 
added to 95,000 bags, the stock then on 
hand, was more than sufficient to sat- 
isfy all the demands up to the present 
time, as 36,181 bags still remain on the 
market. During last year the con- 
sumption was 596,860 bags, and the 
year previous 930,238 bags. City 
crushers are the principal buyers, as 
they always have oil from Calcutta or 
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Bombay seed in stock to meet a steady 
demaud for special purposes. 

The outlet here for foreign seed will 
be limited to that source while the 
flaxseed crops continue large and prices 
low. Growersin the West were evi- 
dently determined last season not to 
have a scarcity of domestic seed, as 
their practical efforts demonstrated, 
but they exceeded expectations. It 
looks as if buyers were to be favored to 
a larger extent than last season, if the 
reported overproduction is any cri- 
terion. We have not heard from the 
*‘fabulous” linseed crop of South Amer- 
ica for some time, which threatened to 
deluge the trade here and play havoc 
generally with prices. It was probably 
a speculative canard. The present 
values will protect the market from 
foreign competition and may result in 
renewed export business. The narrow 
margin of profit realized by planters 
this season will no doubt influence 
them to substitute other crops for flax- 
seed, and thus materially diminish the 
total output for next year. 

— 
THE LINSEED OIL TRADE. 

The Western crushers of flaxseed 
have during the past month demostrat- 
ed their ability to maintain a uniform 

price on linseed oil, and their combina- 
tion appears to be stronger and witha 
better chance of permanent existence 
than was generally expected of it 
at thestart. The organization embraces, 
it is said, nearly all the representives of 
the crushing interest west of Buffalo, 
and as the plan proposed obtained the 
support and endorsement of but three- 
fourths of the crushers of the West at 
first this fact insures for it a more suc- 
cessful and vigorous existance than was 
believed possible when the plan of or- 
ganization was first suggested. If, as 
is intimated, one of the chief objects of 
the association is to regulate the pro- 
duction to the actual requirements of 
the section represented by the wills in 
the agreement, a prosperous era will 
be opened to the linseed oil trade not 
only of the West but of the entire 
country. ‘Che Eastern crushers, while 
preferring to remain independent of 
any organization have always stood 
ready to co-operate with those of the 
West for the maintainance of profita- 
bl» prices. They are not bound by any 
rales regulating their method of doing 
business in their own territory, but 
their ability to maintain a uniform 
price for an indefinate period in the 
face ot active competition has been 
amply proved, and this has been made 
possible by the perfect harmony which 
has long existed between them on all 
questions of mutuai interest. Itis not 
probable that alarge or even moderate 
advance in the price of linseed oil will 
occur here during the fall, unless the 
exigencies of trade should require it 
and these appear to be very remote. 
On the other hand the present price 
will very likely be sustained for some 
time tv come.

OPENING OF THE COTTON 
SEASON. 

The Southern States are now a bee- 
hive of industry in the vicinity of the 
eotton oil mills, where active work is 
in progress to open the season as early 
as possible. We were wired from some 
parts of the South last week that seed 
was arriving and that crushing would 
commence in a few days, and many 
of the mills are no doubt in operation 
by this time. They start out with 
much better prospects than this time 
last year, as prices for oil are higher 
and they commence on a cleau field as 
all the products have been marketed. 
The business at New Orleans during 
the past season is reviewed in another 
column where it is stated that 91,000 
barrels of oil were sent abroad and 
60,000 barrels to coastwise ports, prin- 
cipally to New York. Much of the oil 
has found its way into many manufac- 
turing departments that were not con- 
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sumers of cotton oil, the extremely low 
price having influenced a movement in 
these channels, and the knowledge of 
its advantages gained thereby may 
prove a blessing in disguise and great- 
ly increase the outlet of cotton oil in 
the future at acceptable prices to the 
crushers. A much better quality may 
also be expected, as more attention 
will be paid to seed. 








A SENSATION OVER ARTIFICIAL 
QUININE. 

London drug circles have been ex- 
cited over the alleged discovery of 
“artificial” quinine, which is represent- 
ed to be equal to the best quinine on 
the market. We reproduce an article 
on another page from an English jour- 
nal, which gives an idea of what con- 
stitutes a probable ‘nine days wonder” 
in London. The chemist who receives 
most of the credit for making the dis- 
covery, although assisted by two oth- 
ers, has been working at it since 1869 
and now claims to produce an article 
from some substance yet unknown to 
the public, at a cost of less than a 
penny per ounce, and which he is firm- 
ly convinced will be generally accepted 
instead of the original quinine. It is 
claimed not to be a substitute, buta 
quinine that has not been extracted 
from or that bears any relation what- 
ever to cinchona barks, at the same 
time possessing all the qualities of the 
other so that even chemists cannot de- 
tect the difference. Anitem which ap- 
peared in the daily press of London 
stated that a well known quinine man- 
ufacturing firm (giving the name) had 
analyzed the new product and pro- 
nounced it identical with the best 
brands of any other quinine. Sub- 
sequently the house referred to dis- 
claimed all connection with the discov- 
erer of artificial quinine; they refuted 
the assertions in print, and simultane- 
ous with this announcement they sur- 
prised the trade by lowering the price 
of quinine but the market had adown- 
ward tendency. There may be no 
significance in this fact, stlll it has pro- 
voked further comment abroad, and 
every one is endeavoring to evolve 
something out of the mystery. 
Many letters of inquiry have ap- 
peared in the papers and one firm of 
wholesale druggist h-s offered twenty 
thousand pounds to work out the in- 
vention if such an article can be pro- 
duced as represented. The London 
trade papers are inclined to look upon 
the whole thing as a visionary scheme 
until samples are tested which they 
now have in their possession, and in 
the meantime they wish the inventor 
“every success, both philosophical and 
financial.” 

It is stated that specimens of artifi- 
cial quinine were exhibited at the 
meeting of the British Pharmaceutical 
conference some years ago, or about 
1865, and a sample was deposited with 
certain parties to be prepared for com- 
mercia! use, but that was the last 
heard from the esperiments. While 
our English cousins are awaiting with 
great expectancy the result of the con- 
troversy overthe new candidate for 
public favor, they are wisely withhold- 
ing all financial assistance, and so far 
as we can learn the chemist introduc - 
ing it is not seeking their aid but he 
would not object to liberal offers. 

What would become of the cinchona 
plantations and four millions of capi- 
tal, if all that has been asserted is true? 
The prospect may seem gloomy but an- 
other week will change the aspect of 
affairs. Samples of the new product 
are now being analyzed, and we shall 
be able to inform our readers as to its 
good, bad, or indifferent qualities in 
our next issue. The whole subject is 
really not deserving of any serious at- 
tention, and no confidence can be 
placed in the wild statements of the

OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER, 


THE INCREASING PHOSPHATE 
TRADE. 


Phosphate rock being the basis of 
nearly all the commercial fertilizers, it 
is not surprising that the mining in 
South Carolina assumed much larger 
proportions since January 1 than at 
any other period within the history of 
theindustry. Just now the Southern 
trade is demoralized as a result of the 
earthquake, but no damage has been 
done to the properties of the land and 
river mining companies. Since the 
pool was broken last September prices 
have declined from six dollars and fifty 
cents a ton to five dollars, and this fig- 
ure has been shaded in some instances, 
and although sales were increased by 
the lower prices, the gross value of 
trade to September 1 does not equal 
that of last year. The total output for 
the year ending at the date mentioned, 
amounted to 449,603 tons, of which 68,- 
000 tons were used by fertilizer manu‘ 
facturers in South Carolina. The pro- 
duction for the same period of 1884-5 
was 409,195 tons,nearly the same as the 
year previous and 352,631 tons in 1882-3 
which illustrates the steady growth of 
the industry. New York has only tak- 
en 8,408 tous during the year ending 
September 1, in comparison with 12,580 
tons for the year previous. The larg- 
est quantity was shipped to Baltimore 
whose receipts have increased from 
59,668 tons in 1884-5 to 71,705 tons in 
1885-6. Philadelphia ranks next with 
receipts of 22,723 tonsof phosphate 
rock for the last year under review. 
The domestic shipments have gone on 
increasing each year until 257,028 tons 
were reached for the twelve months up 
to September 1, while a very noticea- 
ble decline is to be noted in the foreign 
shipments from Charleston, which a- 
mounted to only 9,583 tons forlast year

THE POSITION OF GAMBIER, 


Although recent advices from abroad 
indicate higher prices for gambier both 
at the sources of supply and in Lon- 
don, it seems impossible to get the 
price above four and three-quarter 
cents here. The cause is not far to 
seek. Heavy importations throughout 
the year, coming on a market already 
supplied with more than enough to 
meet the requirements of consump- 
tion have militated against any im- 
provement in prices notwithstanding 
the fact that we are and have been for 
some time past below the parity of 
both Singapore and London. There is 
now in stock here and at Boston nearly 
eleven thousand bales of gambier, and 
barring accidents, and deducting the 
small quantity required for consump- 
tion this will be increased by 17.100 bales 
by the first of next month. Besides 
the quantity mentioned there are 8,100 
bales on the way, making the total vis- 
ible supply to December 25th 36,000 
bales against 23,958 bales at the corres- 
ponding period of 1885. Despite this 
unfavorable showing there is a hope- 
ful feeling among holders, who are ex- 
pecting a large increase in the demand 
when the mills begin to lay in their fall 
supplies. They are also supported by 
the belief that some of the strong feel- 
ing of the foreign market will naturally 
be imparted to this when the antici- 
pated improvement in demand makes 


itself apparent. 






















SUMAC PROSPECTS. 

The tendency of the sumac market 
since the beginning of the present year 
has been almost steadily in a down- 
ward direction. The crop year begins 
about the first of September, and the 
highest prices realized on Sicily sumac 
were obtained during the three months 
following that date. During the period 
covered by September, October and 
November the best brands of Sicily 
sumac sold in this market at ninty dol- 
lars per ton, but since then there has 
been a gradual shrinkage in values 
with the exception of a few unimport- 
ant recoveries, duo to a temporary 
shortage in the supply, or to an in- 
crease in the demand or to both com- 
bined, and now, as usual at this season 
of the year, the lowest limit has been 
reached and a reaction is looked for. 

The chances of a reaction appear to 
be greater than those which have of- 
fered at this time in past seasons. When 
the gathering of the sumac leaves was 
begun a few weeks ago the prospects 
were that a very large crop would be 
harvested. Continued rain storms, it 
is reported, have played great havoc 
with the plants and have reduced the 
crop estimates to about two-thirds of 
an average yield, and the prospects are 
that the outturn will be even smaller, 
report says, unless the weather im- 
proves sufficiently to permit the curing 
of the crop without further damage. 
Since it has been ascertained that the 
crop will not be so large as at first ex- 
pected speculation has been stimulated 
in Sicily as money ,there is plenti- 
ful, and we have it on very good 
authorities, that supplies are rapidly 
beiug bought up there by a few parties. 
This is taken as an indication that 
higher prices will prevail as soon asthe 
season is fairly under way. 

The stock in this market as well as 
in Boston and Philadelphia, is said to 
be moderate, and though the effects of 
the speculative manipulation of the 
Sicily market has not yet begun to be 
felt here, a firmer tone has been im- 
parted to the market by other causes. 
Chief of these is the scarcity of freights. 
The fruit season being over, tonnage 
is very difficult to obtain in Sicily and 
consequently shipments from its ports 
will be very irregular for some time to 
come. 

It is a curious coincident at least 
that the Virginia crop of sumac should 
have been lessened by the same causes 
as those which have affected the yield 
of the Sicily plant. Constant rains 
have done great damage to the grow- 
ing crop and has greatly retarded the 
curing process. The weather there con- 
tinues damp and the yield it is said will 
not be more than two-thirds of the first 
estimates, and some are inclined to the 
opinion that it will not exceed one- 
balf. ‘These reports have had a 
strengthening effect upon the market 
and unless they are greatly modified 
later, the probabilities are that much 
higher prices will rule in the near 
future.

Under date of August 24, Mr. Henry Jen- 
nings writes: ‘Reports from the north part of 
the county that mint is ruuning poor, one 
twelve acre plece yielding but three pounds to 
the acre, and it seems to be talked around that 
mint has not oiled as well as usual. WhatI 
have run (south of Lyons), however, has done 
about as well as last year." 

Under date of August 26, Mr. Charles E. Fel- 
lows writes: “The territory of mint planted in 
our immediate vicinity, I should say is 25 per 
cent greater than last year. The yield south of 
Lyons is passably fair, north of Lyons very 
poor, growing poorer going towards the lake. 
New mint light on the ground; that planted 
very early, g00d; that planted late, very poor; 
will average light per acre, although running 
fair from tubs.” 

Owing to the recent change in the weather, 
distillation can hardly be completed until Oc- 
tober, although it may mostly be accomplished 
by the last of September.

Asphalt Pavements, 


New York, Sept, 5, 1585. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 


What are the best compounds for making 
asphalt pavements—something which has been 
tested with good results? R.C. 

(The wearing surface is composed of four 
parts, viz: 1. Refined asphaltum. 2. Heavy 
petroleum oil or the residuum of the same. 3. 
Fine sand, 4. Fine powder of carbonate of 
lime. Asphaltum is refined and brought toa 
uniform standard of purity and gravity. The 
heavy petroleum oil, which may be the re- 
siduum by distillation of petroleum, must be 
free from water, light oils and other objection- 
able impurities, of specific gravity 18 to 20 deg. 
Beaume, and must bear a heat test of 250 deg. 
F. By melting and mixing these two bydro- 
carbone, heavy petroleum oil and asphaitum, 
the matrix of the pavement, called ‘asphaltic 
cement,” is obtained, which cement has a fire 
test of 250 deg. F., and at a temperature of 60 
deg. F. bas specific gravity of about 1.25, They 
are mixed in the following proportions by 
weight: 

Refined asphaltum .... .10) parts 
Heavy petroleum oil... 20 parts 

The pavement mixture is formed of the fol- 
lowing materials, and inthe proportions stat- 
ed:

These proportions are varied according to 
circumstances, as may be necessary to secure 
the best practical results, The carbonate of 
lime may be reduced or omitted entirely when 
suitable sand can be obtaiced. In order to 
make the pavement uniform the proportion of 
asphalt cement must be varied aceording to the 
qua lity and character of the sand.—ED.]

Recently importers have been permitted to 
state the values or cost of coverings separately 
im their entry, for the purpose of having duty 
assessed thereon under the respective provis- 
ions in the tariff applicable to their component 
materials. This, of course, is upon the theory 
that the coverings have never lost their dutia- 
ble character, and that the exemptions of sec- 
tion 7 only probibited the inclusion of their 
cost in the dutiable value of the merchandise 
which they contain. Should this view be fin- 
ally adopted, consistent action on the part of 
the Department would require that none of 
the coverings should be wholly exempted from 
duty, but should be assessed either at the rate 


applicable under the tariff to their component 
materials, or at the rate of 100 per cent ad val- 
orem if the failure to state the cost thereof 
separately in the entry should indicate an at- 


tempt to evade the duty thereon. 


On and after January Ist next, the practice 
heretofore existing under Department instruc- 
tions of October 11th, 1878, of permitting par- 
ties who present themselves with invoices and 
bills of lading endorsed to them by the persons 
named therein, or in blank, to make entry in 
their own names as owners, and also of perinit-

Our synopsis of the August oil reports of the 
oil region papers in last week’s R&PORTER 
leaves little to be added, and we are not dish- 
ing up ‘“‘chestnuts.” 

A leap frog escapade was one of the principal 
attractions of the bull ring at the Exchange 
last Wednesday. The members appeared more 
active in their athletic efforts than in their 
dealings in grease. 

The Corry Leader says: “There was a rumor 
on the streets yesterday that the Downer Works 
had been sold tothe Standard Oil Company. 
The facts are that the tanksin the works are 
sold, and only them.” 

The Lima, O., Drilling Co.’s well, known as 
Shade No. 6, was shot last Wednesday and 
flowed sixty barrels the first twenty-four 
hours. The well is to be tubed as the company 
propose to utilize the gas. 

The K. of L. Co-Operative Oil Refining Co., 
incorporated last July with a capital stock of 
$50,000, and whose location is at Olean, N. Y., 
write us they expect to commence refining 
about the middle of December next. 


There was a shortage in the supply of natural 
gas at Pittsburg last Thursday which was 
promptly attributed to the recent earthquake. 
Next we shall hear that the decline in the 
Washington production is due to the same 
cause. 

Papers for the incorporation of an independ- 
ent pipe line in the Lima field were forwarded 
to Columbus last Friday. Nearly two miles of 
line has already been laid into the field. Lima 
oil, it is claimed, produces 81 per cent illumina- 
ting oil.

One of the latest novelties introduced upon 
the London & Brighton Railway is the experi- 
mental use of petroleum as fuel on a locomo- 
tive. The principle, it is stated, is somewhat 
similar to the petroleum furnace used with 
considerable effect on board H. M.S. Caspian. 
The oil is injected by steam into the furnace, 
and it gives a white heat, generating steam 
very rapidly. The experiment is not absolutely 
free from objections, and improvements are in 
order wich it is expected will soon be made and 
which will overcome all objections. 


The Wheeling Naturel Gas Company has 
completed its pipe lines from the Washington 
county oil field to the city of Wheeling, W. 
Va., and on Friday last the gas began to pass 
through the pipes, a distance of thirty-three 
miles. The total length of the various lines 
and branches is about 210,000 feet. Ten-inch 
pipe is used in the ten miles of the muin line 
nearest the wells, and all the pipe was first sub- 
mitted toa test pressure of 750 pounds to the 
squareinch. Atsomeof the wells the pressure 
of the escaping gas is 280 pounds to the square 
inch,

Oil on Troubled Waters. 


Captain Murrell, of the English steamer Sur- 
rey, reports to the Navy Department at Wash- 
ington that while on a voyage to London from 
Baltimore, he experienced heavy gales from 
the W NW., attended with a high, confused 
sea, sweeping the dechs, and causing consider- 
able damage. He filled the pans of the water- 
closets aft with oakum and waste, and then 
poured in machine oil until the waste was 
fully saturated, allowing the oil to drip gradu- 
ally over the side. The effect was remarkable, 
as nv more seas came aboard. About 12 o’clock 
at night the oilin the closets became exhausted, 
and almust immediately afterward a heavy sea 
swept the deck, washing the man from the 
wheel, and doing other damage. 

The closets were at once replenished with oil, 
and no further difficulty was experienced, as 
the ship ran quite easily for 18 hours and took 
no more water on deck.

The dye industry of Crefeld has had to con- 
tend for some time with great overproduction. 
Aniline dyes have, however, had good sales. 
Just to show the extent of some of Crefeld’s 
concerns, the Crefelder Fabrik used last year 
2,400,000 kg. of coal, 270,000 kg. of aniline oil, 
alcohol, and methylic alcohol, and 800,000 kg. of 
salts, acids, alkalies, and other raw stuffs. The 
Uerdinger Farbenfabrik used 1,800,000 kg. of 
coal, 200,000 kg. of organic products, as aniline, 
xylidine, naphtha oil, alcohol, &c., 600,000 kg. 
of non organic products, as acids, soda, and 
salt. The concern manufactured 60,000 kg. of 
dimetyl-aniline and dicethyl-aniline, 105,500 ke. 
of yellow, orange, scarlet, brown, violet, blue, 
and green dyestuffs, &¢.—Kuhlow’s German 
Trade Review.

Adulterated Powdered Ginger. 


A correspondent writes the Bottier’s Gazette 
to ascertain where pure powdered ginger can 
be obtained. He has found all his purchases to 
be very weak and is curious to know the cause, 
The Gazette replies as follows: 

“There is quite a demand-for the exhausted 
ginger as it comes from the hands of extract 
manufacturers, A leading bottlers’ extract 
maker recently informed us that he disposed of 
all his refuse ginger to spice mills, who use it 
to adulterate their goods. This may account 
for our friend’s “weak ginger.” A first-class 
drug miller, who has positive instructions to 
furnish a pure article, will do so. The demand 
for adulterated goods is so general that it has 
almost displaced the prime and unsophisticated 
article; hence the similarity of the grade of the 
purchases.”

Manufacture of Oil from 
Sweden. 


A new industry has lately sprung up in Swe- 
den and promises shortly to become a most im- 
portant one. Oil for illuminating purposes is 
now mounufactured in that country from the 
stumps and roots that remain in the forest after 
the timber has been cut. These are subjected 
to a process of dry distillation, and besides 
wood oil many other products are obtained, 
among which turpentine, creosote, acetic acid, 
wood charcoal, tar oils, etc. This oil cannot be 
used in ordinary lamps, as containing a large 
proportion of carbon it gives off a great deal of 
smoke during combustion. When mixed with 
benzine, however, it may be used in ordinary 
benzine lamps; but when burnt alone a special 
lamp must be adopted. The trees that furnish 
the greatest amount of oil are the pine and fir. 
There are now about forty establishments en- 
gaged in this manufacture in 8weden.—Society 
of Arts Journal,

An Opium Law Contested. 


The legislature of the state of Oregon passed 
in 1885 an act entitled “an act to regulate the 
sale of opium and to suppress opium dens.’”’ 
This act provided among other things that it 
should te unlawful to sell or give away opium 
or any preparation of which opium is the prin- 
cipal medicinal agent to any person except 
druggists and practicing physicians except on 
the prescription of a practicing physician. The 
constitutionality of this act was contested on 
the grounds, first, that the provisions of the 
act related to a subject not expressed in the 
title, contrary to a provision tn the state con- 
stition, and, second, that the act deprived per- 
sons of their property in opium without com- 
pensation and due process of law. The con- 
stitutionality of the act, however, was upheld 
by the United States Circuit Court for the Dis- 
trict of Oregon in the case of a Chinese firm of 
Oregon, who doubtless wanted unlimited li- 
cense to deal in smoking opium.

Saving the Chlorine. 


Notwithstanding all the improvements tha} 
have been carried out in bleaching powder 
works the escape of chlorine is still the subject 
of much complaint in England. In some in- 
stances it has been ascertained that the air es- 
caping from the works contained as much as 
100 grains of chlorine per cubic foot and the 
average of the whole Newcastle district is as 
high as 12 grains, although air containing more 
than 234 grains to the cubic foot is foul enough 
tu cause great annoyance for a considerable 
distance. It would appear that the princiral 
source of this chlorine is the residual gas which 
remains unabsorbed after the powder is fin- 
ished and escapes when the chamber is opened, 
With the object of overcoming this nuisance, 
in the works of the Newcastle Chemical Com- 
pany the pipes which connect the chambers 
witb each other and with the chlorine atills are 
now 80 arranged that they work in a series, so 
that while the first or strong chamber may 
revelin excess of chlorine, the unused gas 
passes into asecond or third chamber, meeting 
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there fresh lime by which it is absorbed. The 
result is not only an economy in chlorine, of 
which the discharged air contains not more 
than a trace, but it has been found practicable 
to produce a bleaching powder of the unusual 
strength of 39 per cent. 
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The Drug Trade of New Orleans. 


The twelve months just ended have been 
noted for the marked prosperity and increase 
in the volume of the wholesale drug trade of 
this city. The leading houses here have 
reached out with more energy and increased 
their territory much in advanee of other lines 
of merchandise represented in this market.

Extending Linseed Culture 
land, 


Renewed efforts will now be made to extend 
flax-growing in Eogland. From £3,000,000 to 
£10,000,000 yearly are spent in the purchase of 
flax, linseed and linseed cake produced in for- 
eign countries, Russia supplying most of the 
flax and the British East Indies most of the liao- 
seed. In 1885 Russia sent 1,186,827 cwt. of flax 
(dressed, undressed and tow) out of a total of 
1,664,836 cwt. imported. The value of the whole 
was £3,188,344. In the same year, of 2,056,263 
quarters of linseed imported 1,569,632 quarters 
came from the British East Indies, 168,841 quar- 
ters from Russia and 317,790 quarters from other 
countries. The value ofthe total was £4,407,112, 
If the new inventions render flax-growing more 
profitable, and more satisfactory in other re- 
spects to farmers, there is no reason why the 
United Kingdom should not grow all the flax 
required in the country, It is believed, how- 
ever, that if the production of flax can be 
cheapened the demand for it will be greatly 
increased, as it will be extensively used for the 
manufacture of twine for reaping machines 
and for commercial uses. Many manufacturers 
of twine declare that they would use nothing 
but flax if they could get it at a reasonable 
price, as itis in many ways advantageous to 
them to use it.—Bradstreet’s.

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The Naval Stores Trade at New Or- 


leans, 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat says: “The 
season of 1885-6 has been a very peculiar one, 
and not as satisfactory in many respects as 
that of 1884-5. In this district there were about 
20 per cent more new boxes cut than the pre- 
vious year. At one time we were under the 
impression that there would be a falling off 
along the line of the Mobile and Ohio Railroad 
on account of the distillers not being able to 
make arrangements with the jJand company, 
who are the controllers of the large tracts for- 
merly belonging to the railroad company; but 
late in the month of December the land com- 
pany conceded to the demands of the turpen- 
tine men, and satisfactory arrangements were 
made, and by the middle of January the dis- 
tillers were hard at work cutting new crops, 
so bythe Ist of April we found that there 
would be about as many new crops worked on 
this road as during the previous season. 

“But, notwithstanding the cuttiug of more 
new crops and the bright outlook at the com- 
mencement of the season, it now seems we are 
to be disappointed, ae about the middle of 
April the rain commenced and continued four 
months, washing the boxes out and rendering 
it almost impossibie to secure full boxes; and 
the roads have been nearly impassable during 
this rainy spell, and consequently there will be 
a loss of 25 per cent fully in this section. It 
would seem that under such conditions the 
prices of rosin and turpentine should advance 
to some extent, and the only reason we can 
give for this non-advancement is the extreme 
low prices of tallow and cottonseed soap 
stocks, which are used in preference to rosins, 
as the above-mentioned soap stocks are selling 
at the present time af prices lower than ever 
snown before.”’ 


Vanilla Poisoning. 


Dr. Prince A. Morrow, in the Medical Record 
suggests an explanation of the recent cases of 
ice cream poisoning. He thinks it may be due 
to the poisonous qualities of the vanilla ex- 
tracts used for flavoring purposes. In prepar- 
ing vanilla for market the pods are frequently 
covered with a coat of the oil of cashew nut, 
which is exceedingly irritating to the skin. The 
workmen employed in handling the vanilla 
pods are often so affected as to be obliged to 
desist from their work. The trouble, it is 
thought, may be due to this oil. At all events, 
the writer says: 

“In Europe the vanilla used in flavoring ices, 
pastries, etc., has been long recognized as a 
prolific source of poisoning, Over thirty years 
ago Orfila reported cases of poisoning from 
eating vanillaices. Since then numerous cases 
of similar nature have been reported in Berlin, 
Vienna and various cities in Europe. Inthe 
endeavor to trace the cause of these toxic ac- 
cidents the most elaborate chemical investiga- 
tion proved the absence of any metallicirritant 
and identified the vanilla used in the flavoring 
as the vehicle of poison.” 

He also suggests that an artificial vanilla is 
frequently made, in the manufacture of which 
bichromate of potassium, an extremely irritat- 
ing substance, is employed. If this were not 
all removed a more or less poisonous com- 
pound would result. 
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The_Case of M. Kalbfleisch’s Sons in 


Court, 

The affairs of Martin Kalbiteisch’s Sons were 
before Judge Cullen at Special Term of the 
Brooklyn Supreme Court on Friday in refer- 
ence to a motion to empower Receiver Brook- 
field to make certain arrangements in reference 
to the Buffalo chemical works. The receiver 
desires to execute a mortgage upon the piant, 
and it is to be made under certain conditions. 
The embarassments of the firm affected the 
Buffalo works, and a plan has been devised to 
extricate it from its difficulties. It contem- 
plates the execution of a mortgage for $135,000, 
which amount will cover its present indebted- 
ness, and certain sums to be advanced by the 
creditors as capital to carry on the business. 
The concern is to be conducted under the di- 
rection of a committee of the creditors men- 
tioned last week, and the profits are to be ap- 
plied to the payment of the interest on the 
mortgage and the gradual wiping out of its in- 
debtedness. The debt consists mainly of paper 
beld by various banks. About $30,000 of it is 
indorsed by the Bushwick Chemical Works, 
and this plan relieves that concern from the 
indorsement. Nearly allthe creditors of the 
Buffalo concern have assented to the plan, and 
now the authority of court is asked to make 
the mortgage. Judge Cullen said he was in- 
clined to grant the order,but the formal assent 
of another party was required, and the matter 
was put over until that was obtained. The 
gentleman in question has already signified his 


agreement to the plan.

Failure in the Glue Trade, 


The trade was somewhat surprised last Thurs- 
day to learn that the firm of Lockwood & Mc- 
Clintock, of this city, wholesale dealers in 
glue, etc., had made an assignment for the 
benefit of their creditors. The firm is composed 
of Messrs. William Lockwood and Emory W. 
McClintock, and D. Webster King, of Boston, 
as special partner, whose interest is placed at 
$35,000 and will expire March Ist, next year. 
The cause of the failure, it is satd, resulted 
from heavy expenses entailed in adopting a 
new process for steaming rags, of which the 
firm were large importers. The firm was es- 
tablished in 1879, as the successors of Cum- 
mings & Lockwood, who had been in existence 
since 1860. Messrs. Lockwood & McClintock 
started with a capital of $100,000, but the heavy 
expenses and losses caused by their steaming 
process and penalties imposed by the Board of 
Health has, it is said, eaten up most of this, to- 
gether with the special capital put into the con- 
cern by Mr. King. 
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Mace and Nutmegs. 


It is seldom that these articles claim more 
than casual attention, so subordinate is the 
place they occupy in relation to other and 
larger items of import and consumption, but 
at the present period of the year the same laws 
of supply and demand which regulate prices 
of all the more important branches of com- 
merce are in active operation to produce quite 
#« change in tbese descriptions of spice, and one 
rise in value is likely to be followed by another. 
The main cause of asurprising reaction in the 
course of this market now is the reported fail- 
ure of the Dutch crop, which is confirmed by 
the fact that merchants and dealers in Holland 
are buying nutmegs here instead of in Java, 
where they are grown, so that the supplies 
which are ordinarily imported into London 
either fail to arrive direct, or are taken for ex- 
port to the Continent. Still more striking is 
the fact that, in many instances, nutmegs 
which are never landed at this port, as origin- 
ally intended, are transhipped on arrival, there 
and then, to other vessels bound for America, 
where the consumption is large and inc: casing, 
especially in the flavoring of fancy drinks at 
the great liquer or cordial establishments in 
New York and other paris of the United States, 
and as only the smallest sizes (450 to the pound) 
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are taken for that purpose, some firms here 
are in the habit of selecting and making up 
parcels for shipment across the Atlantic, 
These movements having been in force for 
some time rast, have at length brought matters 
toaslight crisis, and notwithstanding that a 
material improvement in prices has occurred 
since the lowest point in February last, the 
tendency until this week was still towardsa 
further advance,—London Grocer. 
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Alleged Synthesis of Quinine. 

An obviously absurd paragraph appeared in 
the Morning Post. recently, and has gone the 
round of the daily papers, as the announce- 
ment of a “remarkable discovery” of the syn- 
thetical production of quinine, ‘The pres- 
ent sensitive condition of the quinine and 
cinchona bark market may have been some 
reason for the attention that it has received, 
and the reference made to Messrs. Howards & 
Sons will no doubt have contributed to that 
result. There does not, however, appear to be 
any real foundation for the statement in ques- 
tion, and Messrs. Howards request us to make 
known that although Dr. Cresswell Hewett an- 
nounced to them some months ago that he had 
discovered a process for the synthetic produc- 
tion of quinine, he entirely fatied to convince 
them that he had really done so. It may be 
regarded as certain that some day quinine will 
be made synthetically, but whenever that 
chemical problem is solved there will still re- 
main the equally important question whether 
it can be done at such a cost as to admit of 
being utilized. If that should be the case it is 
probable that the fact will not be communi- 
cated through the medium of a sensational 
newspaper paragraph, such as that which has 
just caused some commotion in the city, and 
has perhaps helped to bring down the price of 
quinine still turther.—Phar. Juur. and Trans, 
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The Trade in Commercial Fertilizers 
at Charleston, 

The Charleston News and Courier in its 
earthquake issue of September 1, which was 
published with considerable difficuity, gives 
the following review of the fertilizer trade for 
the year ending August 31: 

The manufacture of commercial fertilizers 
has been large during the year now closed, and 
the nine factories situated here have had no 
difficulty in disposing of their products. The 
spring demand was quite as good as it was last 
year, but manufacturers had taken steps to 
meet the demand in full, remembering as they 
did their experience in the season before, when 
their entire production was soon exhausted by 
the early demands. 

At the end of the season it was found that the 
large importations of English acid phosphate 
at Charleston, Savannah and Pensacola, had 
decreased the sales at this point by over 16,000 
tons. It was found, also, that the price fixed 
oy the Fertilizer Association was such that the 
foreign goods could be sold at lower figures 
and on the same terms. Farmers eagerly 
availed themselves of the low prices and 
bought largely. In consequence the associa- 
tion was broken up, and during the coming 
season the manufacturers of Carolina fertil- 
izers will be in position to meet successfully 
and individually the competition of foreign 
dealers. 

The stability of the business was demonstrat- 
ed last year, when an active demand followed 
directly upon the heels of ashort cottom crop. 
This is not only true of manufactured 
fertilizers, but also of crude rock, Charleston 
now holds in the fertilizer business the posi- 
tion that was held by Baltimore some years 
ago. This is the result of the great intelligence, 
experience and skill with which the manufac- 
ture of commercial fertilizers is carried on here, 
It can be seen at a glance that the peculiar ad- 
vantages offered by Charleston for the location 
of factories have contributed greatly to the 
success of the industry. Situated asthe city is, 
between the Ashley aud Cooper rivers, with 
ample depth of water along both river fronts, 
there is co difficulty in obtaining good mill 
sites where, at their own wharves, the com- 
panies can land at small cost and store without 
expense the sulphur, kaiait, rock. and other 
materials used in the manufacture of fertil- 
izers. Besides this, the facilities which the 
local railroad companies offer for the shipment 
of fe:tilizers to the interior of this and other 
States are an important factor in making 
Charleston not only a center of manufactures, 
but also a depot for the sale of fertilizing 
materials manufactured at the North and 
Northern manufacturers have realized these 
facts through the sbarp competition of the 
past two or three years. One result is the ac- 
quisition by Northern firms of the control of 
the Waundo and Etiwan companies, which are 
now manufacturing here for their Southern 
customers. 

The Souih Carolina and Northeastern Rail- 
way companies have erected large storehouses 
and automatic railways for the cheap and rapid 
handling of goods manufactured outside the 
city and in consequence 12,280 tons of ferti- 
lizers manutactured abroad and valued at $116,- 
071 were imported during the year and distrib- 
uted throughout the country. 

The credit system still prevails, which re- 
quires .he use of large capital to carry on the 
business, payments being made in May and No- 
vember for fertilizers sold in the previous win- 













interest, it is true, but still it would be to the 
advantage of all concerned in the trade if the 
business could be conducted on a cash basis, 
saving on the one hand 8 per cent interest to 
the buyer and onthe other considerable ex- 
pense to the seller in collecting accounts. 

A new fertilizer factory is being erected on 
the west side of the Ashley River and will 
doubtless be in running order before the manu- 
facturing season again opens.

A Self Measuring Bottle for Counting 


Drops. 


All those who have had to make chemical 
analyses or prepare pharmaceutical products 
well know how difficult it is to accurately 
measure the number of drops of a liquid that 
it is desired to add to another one, in small 
quantity, in a precise and definite proportion. 
A pharmacist of Chalon-sur-Saone, has devised 
a very practical drup-counting bottle, says La 
Naure. 

The stopper, has in its lower part two oppo- 
site grooves, which are of equal dimensions, 
and which widen slightly from .op to bottom, 
One of these communicates with an aperture, 
in the neck of the Lottie, that is provided with 
a metallic nozzle, and the other with an aper- 
ture in the neck, that should be at least 4 mm. 
in diameter, in order to make the operation of 
the apparatus regular, 

In order to use the bottle, the grooves in the 
stopper must be brought opposite the apertures 
inthe neck; the bottie must be inverted in 
order to expel such air bubbles as may remain 
inclosed in t e groove, aod must then be held 
in aslanting position and so that the nozzie shall 
be beneath and its extremity be horizontal. If 
the drop does not make its appearance at once 
the bottie must be gently shaken. 

The liquid, floding an exit through the aper- 
ture in the nozzie, falls drop by drop by virtue 
of its own weight, and air enters the bottie 
through the aperture, in measure as the drop- 
ping proceeds, 

If we turn the stopper (which may be com- 
pared to a quarter-circle cock-plug), the 
grooves no longer being in communication 
with the apertures, the bottle will be hermeti- 
cally closed. Attention is called to the torm 
of the nozzle, which contains an aperture 6 
mm. in length. that communicatts witha very 
divergent cone. It is this latter that consti- 
tutes the principal part of the instrument 
since it has a great influence upon the regular- 
ity with which the liquid flows, 

As the entire conical surface is immediately 
wet, every drop has exactly the same weight as 
the first, and the drops detach themselves bet- 
ter, and never run Over the external edges, as 
they do in most of the drop-counters that have 
hitherto been constructed. 

The nozzle may be changed, as there are four 
different modeis of it that answer to the vari- 
ous requirements of therapeutical prepara- 
tions. There is one for distilled wacer and 
aqueous solutions, one for laudanum, and one 
tor tinctures or alcoholic preparations. 
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The Cinchona Market and Production 
in Ceylon. 

Our readers will without doubt have taken 
due note of the last local sale, on Thursday, of 
72,829 Ibs of cinchona bark with the analysis 
and the prices realized. We cannot but regard 
the continued fall in bark, both locally and in 
the London market, as eminently unsatisfac- 
tory, not only so at the moment, as it affects 
producers who are forced to realize their crops, 
but more particularly as being entire'y without 
the slightest gleam of hope for a better con- 
dition of the marketin the immediate future. 
Some of the bark at the sale to which 
we refer, analyzing 2 per cent. of quinine, 
appears to have realized about 21 cents per 
unit, a figure to which we think we are justi- 
fied in applying the word miserable. Shortly 
after the great rush for cinchona planting had 
fairly begun, there were many who were un- 
able to see where a market could be found for 
the enormous production of quinine which 
seemed to be quite possible in the future, and 
who confidentiy foretold the consequences 
which would follow in its train. But the opin- 
ions of many eminent specialists were put for- 
ward in contradistinction to this, and plauters 
were told that guinine could be used for brew- 
ing beer, for fixing dyes, for tanning, and for 
a variety of purposes from which at that time 
its exceasive cost debarred its general use. 
It was boldly asserted that a reduction in 
price by 5 per cent would leave an 
ample margin for immense profits to 
growers, and that such a reduction would 
induce the use of quinine as a medicine to an 
extent far beyond the imagination of the men 
of tbat day. The Chinese, for instance, were 
to cease the use of opium, and exist on qui- 
nine as a preventive to the ague fevers so 
common along the principal rivers of China, 
and which had mainly induced the habit of 
opium smoking. We were told on one occa- 
sion by an eminent medical authority that, as 
there was only a certain portion of the world’s 
surface that would grow cinchona, were every 
acre of that portion planted up with trees, it 
would not supply all the quinine for which a 
market cculd be found when the drug 
fell in price, something to about half the 
extent it has done since. How far 
such dreams have been realized it ig not 
necessary for us to point out, The hope 
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and fears of many years’ experience of the cul- 
tivation, the loss of millions of trees by canker 
and wet, the devastation of plantations conse- 
quent on the necessities of impecunious pro- 
ducers, and the thousand and one causes which 
have resulted in the paralysis of the cinchona 
industry—overweighted as it has been by super 
abundant supplies—the old fields of supply ia 
South America beiug all but abandoned, in con- 
sequence of the reduction in value of bark 
causing collection to be unremunerative—in 
spite of all these things, the prospects of cin- 
chona growers in Ceylon and the East Indies 
exhibit no sign of being bettered. Itis at any 
moment sufficient to overwhelm the existing 
markets of Europe and America, Over and 
over again have we been told that the supply 
from Ceylon must shortly be reduced; it was 
impossible that any year in the future could 
show such an output of bark as we had seen in 
the past. It has been asserted that a variety of 
Cuuses bad reduced the acerage of trees in Cey- 
lon so seriously that a very important reduction 
must of necessity be shown in the export of the 
present season, and as a consequence we might 
look with certainty for a rise in the value, 
which would altogether alter the ap- 
pearance of the market. With such pros- 
pects as these the hopes of producers have 
been buoyed up for months, nay for years 
past. Even local experts, as wellas such au- 
thorities as Mr. Moens, seemed really to imw- 
agine a radical change was imminent, and that 
it was quite impossible Ceylon could this year 
export anything approaching to the total 
during the year ending October lst, 1885, And 
what,so far as we have gone,is the actual 
reality? The export to date is no less than 
11,708,621 lbs against a total for the same period 
of last year of 8,020.117 lbs. Turning tothe 
railway returns we find that for the week end- 
ing May 23d cinchona bark was carried at the 
rate of 158 tons, against 98 tons in the corres- 
pending week of last year, and again on May 
Sist 128 tons against 113 last year. It must not 
be forgotten that though the cinchona har- 
vest may be well considered as closed for the 
season in the districts which are affected by the 
southwest monsoon, the bark from Uva and 
Udapussellawa will only now begin to be taken 
in. The coffee crops of the spring season hav- 
ing been secured, attention will be paid to cin- 
chonu harvesting, which will be none the less 
on account of a falling off in the produce of 
coffee as regards the estimated outturns. The 
railway return does not of course include all 
the bark that comes down from Hapu- 
tale and other districts which are served by 
the Ratnapura rcad. As far as we can learn 
at present our estimate for the current 
season made at the end of last year will have 
to be raised in accordance with facts, to n» leas 
than 15,000,C00 lbs. This enormous mass of cin- 
chona bark cannot failto disorguanize to a large 
extent the mark:ts of Europe and America, 
and it is impossible to foretell to what extent 
prices may eventually fall in the immediate 
future. Itis equally impossible to say when 
any improvement may be looked for in this re- 
spect, as the necessities ot producers may com- 
pel them to harvest their crops as heretofore. 
It may be well to allow our imaginuation to 
portray what might have been the present 
state of the market had the efforts of cinchona 
planters been crcwoed with the success that 
they had anticipated. Let us suppose for 
&@ moment that the millions and millions 
of plants which were put out hud ar- 
rived at maturity, and tbat the older 
coffee districts were a forest of huge cin- 
Chona trees, stretching for miles along the 
slopes of the hills in every direction. It may 
bring but little consolation to think of it, but, 
had this been reality, the bark of the cinchona 
tree would not command sufficient value to 
pay for ‘its harvesting,and the planter, with 
apparently countless wealth at his very door, 
would have been as completely a ruined man 
as if his coffee had been abandoned and noth- 
ing planted as a substitute. The product 
which is now renovating his fortunes would 
have found no place under the shade uf the 
branching cinchona trees, and Ceylon would 
have been the scene of disasters even more 
complete than those that have already befallen 
her.—Ceylon Local Times.

An Australian Substitute for Opium, 


In a papor read at the annual meeting of the 
South Australian Branch of the Geographical 
Society of Australasia, on June 28th, Mr. 
Charles Winnecke, a well-known explorer, 
gave some interesting information respecting 
the vegetation of Central Australia, the follow- 
Dg paragraph from which, referring to the 
pituri plant (Duboisia hopwoodi)), the peculiar 
properties of which Dr. Bancroft, of Brisbane, 
has described in his contributions to the trans- 
actions of the Philosophical Society of Queens- 
land, On one, and only one, spot, writes Mr. 
Winnecke, is this famous plant fouad. “This 
locality is situated in latitude 24 deg. on the 
eastern extremity of the previonsly mentioned 
desert. I have only seen this plant in this one 
particular stretch of country, extending about 
30 miles in length. It appears to grow 
only on the extreme tops of sand ridges, and 
hitherto all attempts at transplanting have re- 
sulted in failures. I am not aware that this 
plant exists in any other part of Australia. Its 
properties, however, are well known to all the 
natives of Central Australia, and to some tribes 
many hundreds of wiles from where this plant 
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sought for by these people, who subject it toa 
peculiar treatment—first by steaming, then 
masticating it, and finally mixing it with cer- 
tain ashes produce a compound which appar- 
ently affects them in a similar manner to what 
opium would do-stupefying and rendering 
them sometimes for days insensible to pain.” 

A correspondent of a Queensland paper 
gives the following account of the crude and 
primitive mode In which the aboriginals pre- 
pare the pituri for consumption: “They first 
place a portion in their mouths and chew it 
into a pulp; this is spit out on toa piece of 
bark,and some of the whitewood leaves are 
burnt and added thereto; then worked up with 
the fingers, to the consistency of putty. It 
now undergoes a second process of chewing, 
spitting out, and more ashes added to it. Af- 
ter this has been done repeatedly it is ready for 
use, and it is a comical sight to see half a dozen 
nude niggers, squatted on their hums, gravely 
passing this, no doubt (to thew) delicious mor- 
sel, from one to the other, each chewing It in 
turn until the effects begin to appear in 
their staring eyes, and a stupid look. I 
can only compare it to the appearance 
of an habitual opium consumer after indulging 
in his favorite drug. The effect on some is 
etupe‘action; others again begin their corro- 
boree; and the different effects on d fferent 
aboriginals aro justas dpparent as the very 
different effects alcoholie liquors have on oth- 
ers of the genus homo. On completion of the 
chewing and passing round business it gener- 
ally finds it way back to the original preparer, 
who disposes of it by sticking it behind bis ear, 
for future consumption. The pituri is an ex- 
tensive article of trade ameng the blacks, the 
happy poseessors being able to obtain in ex- 
change for it any article dear to the aboriginal 
heart from their Jess fortunate black brethren, 
and Iam ioformed on good authority that it 
finds its way to the tribes on the Diamantina 
on the one side and to the Gregory River na- 
tives on the other side of the area wherein it is 
obtained,”

The Mineral Resources of the South, 


A special issue of the New Orleans 7.mes- 
Democrat last,week contained an article on the 
mineral wealth of the Southern States, from 
which we take the following: 


ALABAMA, 

Asbestos is found near Dudleyville, Talla- 
poosa county, barstes at Elyton, Brabb’s 
Ferry, in several places in Talladega, and near 
Calera. None of itis mined. Kaolin is found 
near Jacksonville, Calhoun county, near Eo- 
wena, Randolph county, and in Coosa county, 
It bas as yet been very little utilized. Manga- 
nese is found near Greenpond and other locali- 
ties in Tuskaloosa and Bibb counties, at An- 
niston, where it is used in the manufacture of 
ferro-manganese, near Kelly’s creex, St. Clair 
county, Copper is found in Clay and Clai- 
borne counties, but not mined, Mica, ochre, 
pyrites and zinc are found principally in the 
north central portion of the State, but seldom 
mined. 

GEORGIA. 

Lead is found in Georgia in the form of ga- 
lena through the middle, northwestern and 
northeastern portions of the State. The ore 
when pure contains in 100 parts, 86.6 parts of 
lead and 13.4 of sulphur. 

Of the lesser minerais, yellow ocher occurs 
in many parts of northwest Georgia, especially 
at Stigale Station, in Bartow. Red ocher is 
found in southwest Georgia. Sulphate of ba- 
rytaisfound in beds near Cartersville and 
Spring Place,in Murray. Pyrite is found in 
vast quantities in Carroll, Paulding, Haralson, 
Cherokee, Fannin and Fulton; manganese near 
Cartersvilie, in Bartow, where the ore ig mined 
and shipped in large quantities to England for 
use in bleaching. Itis also found in Polk and 
Floyd counties. Magnesia is found in ten coun- 
ties of northwest Georgia. 

Graphite, mica, salt, soapstone and asbestos 
are also found in several portions of Georgia. 
Graphite is mined in Eibert, generally with 
success. 

ARKAKBSAS. 

Arkansas, like the neighboring Utate of Miss- 
ouri, promises to efford considerable lead, This 
mineral is found in most of the mountainous 
sections of the State in copjunction with silver, 
and especially in Howard,Montgomery, Pulaski 
and Sevier. In the Kellogg mines, in Pulaski, 
lead bas been obtained at the rate of 33) ounces 
to the ton of 2,000 pounds. Another vein of 
argentiferous galena of similar constituency 
has been found in Sevier county, a distance of 
150 miles from the Kellogg mines, which would 
indicate that the vein extends throughout that 
section of the State. 


In Polk county vast deposits of manganese 
are to be found, comprising the largest bed of 
this mineral ever known, but too far away 
from transportation to make it of any value. 
Manganese is also found in Izard county and in 
Independence, where it is free from phos- 
phorus and io high repute with manufacturers 
of steel. These mines are being worked. Be- 
sides manganese, Arkangas leads all the West- 
ern States in zinc ores. The State contains cal- 
amine or silicate of zino, zinc blende, black 
jack and the pure carbonate of zinc. The 
analyses of these Arkansas ores prove them to 
be at least as rich, if not richer and purer than 
the zine ores of the most noted localities of 
Europe. They lie principally in Lawrence, In- 
dependence apd Marion counties, near the eur 
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face, Inthe latter county in particular a very 
large deposit has lately been discovered. 


Antimony, gypsum and kaolin are also 
abundant in the State, 


Despite its mineral wealth, however, Arkan- 
sas is the least developed, from a mineral point 
of view, of any of the Southern States, except- 
ing Mississippi, Louisiana and Florida. 


LOUISIANA, 


The only mineral substance utilized to any 
extent in Louisiana is salt. Salines occur in 
varions parts of the State. North of Red River, 
in Bienville and Bossler parishes, there are im- 
mense quantities of saline waters. which are 
boiled in kettles,each well furnishing from 
twenty to twenty five bushels of salt per day. 
But at Petit Anse, or Avery’s Island, is an im- 
mense deposit of rock salt,the largest and finest 
inthiscountry. This Louisiana rock salt is 
nearly pure chloride of sod‘um, 99.617 parts out 
of 100,000 being salt. Itis perfectly transpar 
ent, free from all extraneous matter, and es- 
pecially valuable in preparing meat, being free 
from the chloride of calcium apt to be found 
in salt. 

Gyreum is found in large quantities in the 
saline basins of North Louisiana and in Clal- 
borne, Richland and other pirishes. Maris are 
also abundant throughout the State. 


Nitrate and carbonate of soda may also be 
enumera‘ed emong the mineral resources of 
the State, 

Aremarkable deposit of sulphur has been 
found in Calcasieu parish, that promises, when 
fully operated, to prove of great value and 
benefit, not only to the State, but to the whole 
country, Ata depth of 410 feet a section of 1(0 
feet of pure crystalline sulphur was penetrated, 
then 137 feet of sulphur mixed with gypsum, 
then ten feet of sulphur, and finally 540 feet of 
gypsum. Thesu!phurisof unequaled thick- 
ness and purity ,and the gypsum also of su 
perior quality. A company is in operation for 
working this mine, but some difficulty has been 
encountered in consequence of a quicksand 
above. 

The oilsprings of the Louisiana Petroleum 
Coal Oil Company are situated in Calcasieu 
parish, about sixty miles from the coast. ° Pe- 
troleum aJso has been found in St. Landry 
parish, and it is thoughc that it prevaiis 
throughout the southwestern portion of Louis- 
jana. 

NORTH CAROLINA, 

Many useful minerals are found in the State 
in paying quantities. A great many mines of 
mica have been opened, the mineral being used 
in the manufacture of transparent doors for 
stoves. For this purpose some $500,000 worth is 
shipped from North Carolina, 


Corundum, which is next in hardness to the 
diamond, is found in large quantities in several 
counties, and is extensively mined. It ia used 
inthe manufacture of cutting wheels, being 
much superior to emery. 


SOUTH CAROLINA, 

There are twelve companies in South Caro- 
lina, with a capital of $8,260,000, engaged in 
manufacturing fertilizers from phosphate, and 
furnishing one-third of all the fertilizers used 
in the United States. 

Ten counties report quarries or kaolin beds, 
Aiken, Anderson, Fairfield, Kershaw, Laureze, 
Newberry, Pickens, Richland, Spartanburg and 
Sumter. Worked and unworked there are 
twenty-five granite quarries, five kaolin beds 
and one soapstone quarry. ‘There are also in 
the State gome unworked deposits of mica, py- 
rites, corundum aod mari and some silver. 

TENNESSEE. 

In 1872, works for the manufacture of zine 
oxide were erected at Mossy Creek; and in 1876 
a company began operations in Union county 
on a grand scale. Works were also erected at 
Clinton, the ore coming from the mines on 
Straight Creek and also from Mossy Creek. A 
rich lead of zinc ore hagalso been recently dis- 
covered near Union Depot, Sullivan county. 


Lead has been discovered in Henry and Clay. 

Tennessee lead ig found in all the zinc mines 
of the Powell's river region, but only in a very 
small quantity, as stated, in the Mossy Creek 
ores. Lead ore is found in the counties of 
Bradley, McMinn, Monroe, Loudon, Roane, 
Jefferson, Grainger, Anderson, Campbell, 
Union, Claiborne. Greene, Washington, John- 
ston and Carter. In Bradley, Monroe, Loudon 
and Roane it is found associated with baryta 
and worked In each of these counties. 


VIRGINIA. 


Massive deposits of gypsum, more than 6(0 
feet thick, are found at Stuart & Buchanan’s 
cave, in Smyth county. Thee deposits, twenty 
miles in length, contain 3250 per cent of lime, 
46.50 of sulpburicacid, and 20.59 of magnesia, 
alumina and iron. 

The rock at Saltville, possibly 200 feet thick 
by an unknown length, affords brines of an 
unusual degree of purity, which have been 
drawn upon for many years by the salt works 
of Saltville, making over 500,000 bushels of galt 
anoually, without any appreciable diminution 
of either strength or quantity. 

There are large deposits of pure kaolin in 
Augusta county, and have been used in the 
manufacture of stone, china and Rockingham 
wares, 

Other minerals in abundance in the Etate are 
mica, asbestos, baryta, nickel, lead, munganese, 
petroleum, gypsum and cement, 





More Phosphatie Marls, 


The following article is from the last issue of 
the North Caro‘ina Agricultural Bulletin: 

We have already frequently called attention 
to the excellence of our maris, There are maris 
of all grades and descriptions to be foundin 
eastern North Carolina, but there is scarcely a 
neighborhood in that section where maris of 
the very highest character cannot be obtained. 
Insufficient attention has been paid to the 
phosphate of lime in our marls. Carbonate of 
lime was supposed to be the ingredient which 
gave them their value, and iu most instances 
his was the only thing given in the partial an- 
talyses of marls published. Of course a mar 
must contain from 40 to 60 per cent of carbon | 
ate of lime to make it a good one, but this is 
not the only important ingredient to look for. 
Most maris contain a notable quantity of phos- 
phate and potash, and given the amount of 
carbonate, a good per cent of phosphate or of 
potash, or of both, increases the value of the 
marl very much, 

The point we desire to draw attention to now 
is the large amount of phosphate in our maria, 
especially in those of the southeastern section, 
between the South Carolina line and the Neuse 
river,andthe vast quantities of them tobe 
found tlere. This whole section is full of whet 
are called coprolitic marls, or marls containing 
distinct pieces of sume phosphatic material, 
These phosphatic materials are frequent- 
ly bones, sometimes, less commonly, true 
coprolites, but most often simple phosphate 
rock, or phosphatized marl, like the bulk of 
the separate phosphate rock, These beds are 
cut through by the Cape lear and its tributa- 
ries, which should supply cheap transportation 
for any quantity of their contente. We may 
mension especially, the neighborhood of Lake 
W actamaw; the whole country down the Cape 
Fear river from White Hall to Wilmington, 
where we are told these valuable marls can be 
shovelled into flat boats from their beds in the 
very river’s banks; the northeast Cape Fear, 
especially at Castle Hayne and Rocky Point; 
the upper waters of New river, the Trent river, 
and the Neuse river through Greene and Cra- 
ven counties. Dr. Emmons describes these 
coprolite maris in the neighborhood of Green- 
vile on the Tar. 

Taking the maris of this country all through, 
their characteristic is this large amount of 
phosphate. In this respect they are superior 
to any maris known to us. Three or four per 
cent of phosphoric acid is a common thing 
among them. They surpass the famous New 
Jersey marls inthis respect. 

The central portion of this section just out- 
lined, contains many beds of phosphate rock 
distinct from the marls. The exploration con- 
ducted by the Experiment Station for these 
phosphates brought to light many valuable 
beds of phosphatic marls and the discoveries 
in that direction are to be as highly esteemed 
as the discoveries of phosphates proper. 

We bave pow to notice two new localities, 
one on the southern side of this field, aad one 
on the northern, which suggest the consider- 
able extension of the territory of this valuable 
natura) fertilizer. 

The firat one we have to notice is the marl 
beds at Indian Wells Landing, Bladen county, 
on the Cape Fear. We are indebted to Dr. J. 
8. Devane for samples and descriptions. There 
is here a bed of greenish material containing a 
considerable amount of pyrites, or sulphate of 
iron, over the marl bed. This is to be avoided. 
Then comes a bed of marl, several feet in 
thickness, which contains considerable phot- 
phate in distinct lumps. Dr. Devane separated 
the phosphatic lumps from the body of the 
marl and we analyzed the two separately. 

No. 8742 ig the marl, freed from phosphatic 


nodules, as far as possible. 1t contained:

This is really a highly phosphatic marl. 


Thig material can either be used as it is 
shovelied out, ali together or, if the nodules 
ean be conveniently sifted out, or washed out 
and ground, they would make a more valuable 
fertilizer, which might be transported to some 
little distance up and down the river. 

The specimens from the northern side of the 
field were received from the farm of Dr, A. B. 
Noble, south of Tarboro, Edgecombe county. 
There were three of these, varying in color 
from brown to nearly white. They came from 
different layers. They ae composed of sand 
and phosphate of lime, with very little carbon- 
ate,and remind us of the lowest grades of 
phosphates in Duplin. 

The best specimen analyzed as follows:

These richer phosphatic maris and low grade 
phosphates are so widely distributed that they 
must become an important home fertilizer 
for the tarmers of the East. They may not 
stand transportation to a great distance, but 
they could be carried fora limited distance in

bulk on the riversand railroads. They should 
supply the greater part of the demand for phoe- 
phate in the whole eastern half of the State. 
They make, with kainit,a valuable compost 
ingredient and when so composted can be used 
with success upon almost all classes of crope. 
In their origina! condition they can be used as 
marls are used, as a permanent improver of the 
soil, and on clover, peas, the gragses and per- 
haps with good success also on winter crops of 
wheat, oats,etc. But the surest way to use 
them isin composts with manure, cottonseed, 
vegetable matter of any kind and kainit.

Artificial Quinine Makes a Stir in 
London, 


A few days ago a certain communication was 
made to Messre. Howard and Sona, and we un- 
derstand that aspecimen of what purported to 
be sulphate of quinine synthetically produced 
by chemical means, and not derived in any 
way from cinchona or other bark, was exam- 
ined by them and pronounced to be the above- 
named quinine galt, inno way distinguishable 
from that of their own preparation with which 
all our readers are familiar. 

On Monday the following appeared in the 
Morning Post: 


“REMARKABLE DISCOVERY. 


“A correspondent saye:—Dr Cresswell Hew- 
ett, of Lincoln’s Inn Fielde, bas discovered the 
synthetical or artificial mode of making quin- 
ine, by which the price of that drug will be re- 
duced to something like 3d perounce. The im- 
portance of this discovery (which was made 
two or three weeks ago through the accidental 
breaking of a medicine bottle), is rendered 
greater by the fact that while hitherto we have 
been depending for our quinine on the cultiva- 
tion of the cinchona tree, from whuse bark 
only about 2 per cent of good quinine can be 
extracted, 98 per cent. being valueless, the drug 
can now be manufactured without limit by a 
very simple process from an artivie which can 
always be got in abundance in any part of the 
world, A few days ago Dr. Hewett submitted 
acample of bis preparation to Messrs. Howard 
and Sons, quinine manufacturers, Stratford, 
who bave expressed surprise at the result of 
their analysis, the sample being equal to the 
best quinine in the market, The discoverer is 
about to communicate with the Government, 
who annually spend in India alone about £00,- 
0CO ih the cultivation of the cinchona tree.” 

The following day Messrs. Howard and Sons 
in issuing a circular notifying tie prices of 
their quinine salts, appended the following: 


“ARTIFICIAL QUININE. 

The alleged discovery of the above was 
brought under our notice, the supposed in- 
ventor entirely failed to satisity us of its syn- 
thetic formation.” 

Information was then sought frum Dr. 
Creswell Hewett bimself, and on Wednes- 
day morning, at 11.3) one of our editorial 
staff was fortunate enough to fiod him at his 
chambers, 50A, Lincoln's Inn Fields, and was 
very courteously received, although the doctor 
had a friend with him at the time. He appeared 
t© be in a peculiar state of half suppressed men- 
tal excitement, doubtless arising from the 
number of persons and communications he had 
received upon the subject o? his discovery; he 
promised to give some further information 
later in the day, and also. if ke could find any 
sufficiently dry and free from acid, to submit a 
emall sample of the article itself. A pressing 
engagement then demandicg his attention, our 
representative speedily took bis departure,after 
having accepted an appointment for nine the 
same evening. 

At that time our representative again pre- 
sented himeelf, and shortly afterwards Dr. 
Hewett came in, his wife being also present 
The same peculiarity of manner was noticeable 
as in the morning, and the doctor, although ex- 
tremely courteous, would scarcely volunteer 
anything at all, but repeated several times his 
desire to reply to any questions that might be 
atked. 

In commencing the conversation our repre- 
frentative remarked: 

“Of course, Dr. Hewett, in asking any ques- 
tions, you mst understand that I do not know 
how far I am going,or when I may be treading 
upon dangerous ground, and therefore I trust 
to your courtesy to stop me, before trenching 
upon any of your interests,’’ 

“Can you give me any notion of what field of 
work you have taken up? O/ course I know 
what has been done to some extent in re ation 
to qui ine. Several people have been what I 
call pecking at itin various directions as com- 
mon public property, with the intention of the 
constitution of it. Among all the number of 
substances known to chemists from which you 
might possibly have produced quinine (it might 
take a few weeks if I were to run down the 
list), have you any objection to state whether 
you obtain it——” 

“*] have an objection to state, under any con- 

“sideration,” said Dr. Hewett, “the first princi- 
ples of its production.” 

Apnumber of other questions were then put 
with the view of ascertaining, if possible, upon 
what principle the quinine experiments were 
founded, but he invariably declined to reply to 
them. 

“T understood from you this morning,” our 
representative continued, “that the paragrapb 
inthe Morning Post did not at g!! represent 
your views upon this subject?” 


“It did not represent my views at all. The 
discovery is as the article state2, but as regards 
any other commente, it is very indistinct. My 
views will be represented in the Lancet for this 
week,” 

“Is it not very important for your interests 
that the pubilc should fully understand 


“It is not a matter in connection with my 
commercial in’erests,’’ replied Dr. Hewett, 
“that we shall have to talk about.” 


“Well, but everything trends round to com 
mercial interests, eventually. You mean to 
make a very heavy commercial interest of this 
matter. do you not?” 

“T intend to do so, certainly. It was not by 
an accidental breaking of a bottle it has been 
discovered; I have been working at since 1869.” 

“Asan illustrative fact, it is as well not to 
allow that kind of thing to continue uncontra- 
dicted, for this reason, that if it were stated 
your discovery came about from merely the 
accidental breaking of a bottle, and this was 
not so, the statement might rob you of half 
your prestige.” 

“I will tell you how that statement came 
about. It was from the discovery of salicylic 
acidin urine by the color given with pure 
chloride of iron, and, therefore, I do not think 
these fellows ought to be judged by it.” 

“Toey have been mixing up two things.” 

“Just 60.” 

“Well now, Dr. Hewett, do you anticipate 
being shortiy in a position to supply the 
trade ?"’ 

“IT have had such offera to-day that I can do 
what I wish. Ia fact they have interfered with 
my lectures. I have had one offer to-day of 
£25,/ 00. 

“You were good enough to promise me a 
small sample.” 


* Yee, but 1 have been so very busy that I 
must really ask you to wait, but I will try and 
send itto you to morrow. This,’ continued 
Dr. Hewett, handliog asmali bottle that stood 
on the table, “is not quinine, but a bye- 
product,” 

In relation to the synthctical manufacture 
of quinine, Dr Hewett also said in conclusion: 

“The process was first suggested by the late 
Dr. Matthieseon, Professor of Chemistry at St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital, aud D. 8c. of the 
University of Heidelberg. Subsequently Dr. 
Parkes assisted Dr. Matthiesson with his ad- 
vice, the result being now before the public in 
a commercial form.” 


The conversation then became desultory.and 
no further material facts were elicited, the in- 
terview terminating soon after. We may ob- 
serve that we were personally acquainted with 
the late Dr. Matthbiesson, but only a short time 
before hia death he bappened to express bis 
regret that he bad nut made out the real con- 
stitution of quinine. 


On Thursday the following letter appeared 
in the Moraing Poot, which evfiiciently tells its 
own tale: 


“THE MANUFACTURE OF QUININE, 
“To the Editor of the Morning Post: 

“Sin— With reference to a paragraph in your 
issue of Monday headed ‘Remarkable Discov- 
ery,’ we are aware that Dr. Hewett claims to 
have a process for making artificfal quinine, 
but he has no authority to use our names in 
connection with it. Yours truiy. 

“HOWARDS & Sons.” 

“Stratford, August 25th.” 

Dr. Cresswell Hewett, te son of General 
Etafford Hewett, was educated at Eton, Cam- 
bridge and Paris. He passed first for the Naval 
Medical Service in 1873, and subsequontly first 
also for the Army Medical Department in 1875; 
the only one who has done this during the 
whole existence of Competitive Exawinations. 

This morning we received the promised sam - 
ple of “Artificial Quinine,’ and have hastily 
tested it. Reserving a fuller report for a sub- 
sequent occasion, we may simply state now 
that it presents the appearance ofa fine white 
crystalline powder, which answers generaliy to 
the B.P. tests for Quin. fFulph.—British and 
Colontal Druggist. 


The London Ledger, just to hand, coatains 
halfa column on artificial quinine, and con- 
cludes as follows: For our own part, we gave 
little @edence to the story from the first, know- 
ing well the limited value attaching to commer- 
cia) items appearing in the politica) journals, 
and should not have brought it under the no- 
tice of our readers bad not numercus inquiries 
reached us upon the eubject. At the same 
time it should be observed that while sucha 
discovery of artificial quinine may not be im- 
possible, it is highly improbable, as eminent 
chemists and others have been vainly engaged 
for years past in such an investigation, They 
had their origin iu the extremely high price of 
the alkaloid, but now that the cultivation of 
the cinchona has become so widespread, it is 
exceedingly doubtful if any such source of 
supply could compete profitably with the ex- 
isting system, even if successful. Moreover, 
as Von Gorkom remarks, let it be granted, 
*That at no very distant period it may be pos- 
sible to prepare the most valuable cinchona al- 
kaloid by the synthetic method, what dangers 
have the cinchona planters to fear from this 
scientific triumph? In our opinion, the natu- 
ral product would not be thrust aside, though 
the competition might become serious. It is 
by no means certain that with a similar chemi- 
cal composition, similar pbysiological and 
therapeutical effects would follow, and, even 
were it s0, then people would for years cling to 
the old, well-ascertained etate of things befose 
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an unconditional trust would be placed ia the 
new venture. In any case the artificially-ob- 
tained quinine would require costly produc- 
tion, and experience must show by which way 
this remedy can be most advantageously pre- 
pared,”

Varieties of Medicinal Gums, 


The Pharm, Journ. and Trans. presents an 
interesting report on the Colonial and Indian 
Exhibition at South Kensington, from whicb 
we extract the following notes concerning the 
various species of gum shown. One exhibit 
included the following:

Besides these, the gums of the stringy bark 
(E. acmenoides), the rough stringy bark (E. 
Baileyans), the narrow leaved irvn bark (&. 
crebra), the gum-topped box (E. hemiphloia), 
andthe Moreton Bay ash (E. tessellari:) are 
shown, but their percentage of tannin and 
specific gravity are not given. The analysis of 
the gum of E maculata given by the exhibitor, 
differs somewhat from the analysis made by 
Mr. E.N.Grimwade. The former found 59 03 
per cent of matter insoluble in water, of which 
alcohol dissolved 10.82 per cent, and the re- 
mainder, 48.21 per cent, was mostly soluble in 
caustic soda. It possessed an intensely black 
color and was partly derived from altered kino 
tannin and partly from other substances not 
yet thoroughly investigated. A specimen of 
this gum received from Dr. Bancroft, and col- 
lected by his son presented more the appear- 
ance and odor of a grass tree gum, the odor 
being due to a mere trace of volatile oil resem- 
bling styrol or toluol, two or three drops of oil 
only being obtained by Mr. Grimwade from % 
pounds of gum, The crude gum dissolved in 
rectified spirit tothe extent of £0.85 per cent, 
the remainder consisting chicfiy of bark and 
other impurities. Of the purified gum about 
18 per cent was solublein water and gave 10—15 
per cent of tannin. The mucn larger 
yield of tannin obtained by the exhib- 
itor is probably due to the great varia- 
tions in the Euca'yptus gums. Atten- 
tion has already been directed to this fact by 
Dr. Bancroft, who remarks that “only newly 
discharged gums should be gathered. When 
first discharged from the tree the gum may be 
colorless or slightly reddish and soluble in 
water; but in time it becomes darker, and 
eventually jet black, a Jarge po: tion being then 
quite insoluble in water or in alcohol.”’ On this 
account he recommends that for use in phar- 
macy the gums, a8 8000 as possible after being 
collected, should be dissolved in hot water, 
strained or filtered, and the concentrated solu- 
tion evaporated inthe sunor by gentle heat, 
on a gilazed surface. In this way he believes 
that some uniformity of composition might be 
arrived at, and satisfactory results obtained by 
the prescriber. 

Besides the eucalyptus gums, those of ‘the 
(Queensland) apple tree (Angophora Woo isi- 
ana, Bai!.) and of the rusty gum tree (Ango- 
phora lanceolata, Cav), are exhibited. Coa. 
cerning these gums, Dr. Bancroft makes the 
fUllowing practical remarks: 


From E. siderophloia the gum exudes in 
great plenty, and is at first in long tears ofa 
pale yellow color, which darkens into bright 
red, and eventually into black, becoming then 
more insoluble. <A tincture made with 24% 
ounces to a pint of proof spirit is valuable as 
an astringent io diarrhoea, but gelatinizes on 
keeping. E. microcorys yields a gum solub’e 
in water, aud the solution when evaporated 
affords brownish scaies. The gum of E. 
bw nastoma is soluble in water, and 
when dried forms shining scales. That 
of E. acmenoides occur in smal! quantity only, 
igofan amber color when recently exuded, 
passing subsequently to red and black, and is 
soluble in water only when recent. E, resini- 
fera yields a gum which when newly exuded is 
solubie in water, but when old is almost insolu- 
ble. O!d gum is soluble in alsohol, but older 
gum insoluble. According to Mr. Staiger’s an- 
alysis it is perfectly soluble in cold distilied 
water, and contains 64 per cent. of kinotannic 
acid, and al:o a kind of gum arabic,»ut in olaer 
samples the amount of kinotannic acid is 
greater and the gum less, 

The gum of E. tessellaris differs from all 
those previously mentioned in exuding ofa 
dark brown treacle co.or, and soon hecoming 
black without any tint of red. According to 
Mr. Staiger it bas a specific gravity 
135, and contains 71.7 per cent. of 
matter soluble in boiling water and 28.3 
per cent. insoluble. On cooling the solution 
becomes turbid, and deposits catechin. 
The portion insoluble ia water is soluble in 
alcohol, and the residue when treated with 
ether leaves a dark-colored brittle mass ident- 
ical with shellac, possessing the same qualities 
both techuically and chemically, and giving @ 
good French polish of a rather darker color 
than the usual commercial article. This shel- 
lac constitutes about one-fifth of the entire 
gum; it is insoluble in benzene, kerosene, and 
the essential oils. Ibe portion dissolved by 
ether forms a pliable, reddish, transparent 
mass, wWeich does not become dry even after 


four or five days, 


The gum of E. corymbosa when recent is 
bright red, brittle, and easily reduced to a 
Pinkish-white powder. It varies from com- 
plete solubility in water to complete insolubil- 
ity both in that fluid and in alcohol. E. macu- 
lata, according to Mr. Staiger, yields a gum 
which is soluble in bo!ling water to the extent 
of 60 per cent. It contains benzoic acid in an 
impure state, and catechin. Like that of E, 
tessellaris the insoluble portion of the gum 
treated with ether gives up a eticky substance, 
and leaves behind a clear, reddish, tasteless, 
brittle resin, having the properties of shellac. 

Angophora woodsiana yields a brittle reddish 
gum used by the settlers as a medicine for 
diarrboea. In cold water the astringent matter 
is dissolved out leaving a bulky whitish pow- 
dery substance, which does not cohere or form 
the glutinous masses characteristic of the in- 
soluble portions of the gums of F. maculata 
and E.tessellaris. The gum of A. lar ceolata 
behaves in asimilar manner. Dr. Bancroft be- 
lieves that the gum supposed to be from E. 
maeéulata stated by Dr. Wiesner to dissolve 
easily in hot water was the gum of A. lanceo- 
lata. This tree bears a remarkable resemblance 
in the stem and bark to E. maculata, and it is 
only when in flower that it can easily be recog- 
nized by the petals, which are absent in the 
genus Eucalyptus. 

Dr. Bancroft exhibits specimens of eucalyp- 
tus gums purified in the manner above de- 
scribed. That of E. rostrata is of a brilliant 
garnet red color, much brighter than that ex- 
tracted from the gum of E. siderophloia,which 
forms curved angular shining fragments of a 
dark reddish brown color. It dissolves readily 
in warm water but is not easily powdered. 
That of E. resinifera is brown, shining and 
tough, and that of E. hoemostoma forms bril- 
liant shining plates, which are of larger 
size than those of E._ siderophioia, 
and readily admit of being placed on 
wounds, cuts or ulcers, for which purpose they 
have been employed by Dr. Bancroft, with sat- 
isfactory results. The extraet from the gum 
ef E. corymbosa differs in being brittle and 
easily powdered and is heuce much more guit - 
able for powders and pills. It is given in doses 
of 2-10 grains. The extract of the gum of An- 
gophora lanceolata, A. Woodsiana and A. sub- 
velutina is of a red color, but does not curl up 
and leave the glazed surface on which it is 
dried like the eucalyptus gums. It is prepared 
in the form of a reddish powder and bears soine 
resemblance to that of E. corymbosa. Never- 
theless its chemical composition differs from 
that of the latter and deserves further investi-

The Various Kinds of Wax. 


Waxes are derived from both animal and 
vegetable sources; nearly all species of animals 
and plants yield a quantity of a peculiar and 
characteristic wax; as a rule, however, the 
quantity yielded is much too small to bring the 
wax into use for any technical purpose, hence 
the number of waxes made use of is limited; 
the principal of these is given in the following 
list.

I shall now proceed to deal with these in de- 
tail, as well as a few othe:s of less importance. 

Beeswax — This importaat erticle is the 
produce of the various species ot bees (Apis), 
and everyone is familiar with the golden yel- 
low wax which is so useful in many domestic 
and manufacturing operations. 

Ic was thought at one time that wax was de- 
rived from the pollen of flowers which the bee 
collected, but more recent investigatious have 
shown that wax is a true secretion of the bee, 
Schneider analyzed pollen (Chem. Soe Jour. (2), 
x. 175), and found that it had the following

The small amount of waxy material (6°98 per 
cent) is not eufficient to eccount for the wax 
produced by bees; moreover, it bas been found 
that when bees are fed on sugar they still pro- 
duce wax. Wax exudes between the lower 
rings of the abdomen ot the bee, and is worked 
up by the fore legs, for it is very plastic. 

Beeswax has been investigated by many 
chemists. Lewy analyzed a sample of beeswax 
and found it to possess the following elemen- 
tary composition: carbon &0°2, hydrogen 13°4, 
oxygen 64; and stated it to be composed of 
three bodies—a true wax, myricin, cerotic acid, 
and a fatty substarce which he named cero- 
lein. 

Brodie investigated it and found the same 
general composition ag Lewy; myricin he found 
10 be palmitate of myricin beving the formu 
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CsoHei:CieHs:0.; more recently Otto Hehner 
(Analyst, vol. viii., 18°3) bas published some in- 
vestigations on beeswax. and he gives the com- 


position as

The appearance, odor, ete., of different sam- 
ples of wax from various sources differs won- 
derfully. but it is evident from Hehner’s fig- 
ures thatasin the main they are practically 
constant in composition as far as myricin and 
cerotic acid are concerned, the differences 
must be due to the small quantity of cerolein 
which is present, and which will probably vary 
according to the different toods which bees 
feed on in different parts of the earth. 

Beeswax is much adulterated with earthy 
impurities, other and cheaper waxes, especi- 
ally with paraffin and ozokerit. An artificial 
wax which closely resembles genuine beeswax 
in color and appearance, but minus the charac- 
teristic odor, is made from ceresin, a product 
obtained by refining crude ozokerit. This art- 
ificial wax is distinguishable from the true wax 
by the fact that it does not undergo saponifica- 
tion when treated with alcoholic potash. 

Beeswax is mostly bleached by melting the 
wax on water, anda little acid to clarify it, 
then selidifying the wax in the form of thin 
shreds and spre: ding these in the air, moisten- 
ing them from time to time, turning them over 
aud over, so as to expose fresh surfaces to the 
action of light and air, occasionally remelting 
the wax, until the wax hus become properly 
bleached. 

Wax can also be bleached by means of chlo- 
rine; butsuch bleached wax cannot be used 
for candles, as it always contains a smal] quan- 
tity of a chlorine derivative of the wax, which 
evolves free chlorine on burning. Wax can 
also be bleached by boiling with potassium 
bichromate and sulphuric acid; the resulting 
wax is not of so good a color or quality as air 
bleached wax. 

Beeswax melts at about 145 deg. F., but it 
becomes soft and plastic at 90 deg. F., and can 
then be readily moulded. hence it is much used 
for making moulds for plaster casts. 

Bolled with alcohol wax partially dissolves, 
the myricin being Insoluble, on allowing the 
alcoholic solution to cool, cetotic acid crystal- 
lizes out, while cerolein remains in solution. 

Myricin, Cy97H6,CigHs,09; palmitate of myri- 
cyl can be obtained by crystallization from 
ether inthe form of light plumose crystals, 
melting at 160 deg. F.; treated with caustic 
soda it undergoes saponification, sodium pal- 
mitate, NaC,,H 5,04, and myricyl alcohol, C,, 
H,,OH, being formed, 

Cerotic acid, HC,;H,s09, can be obtained in 
white crystals from alcohol which melts at 158 
deg. F. Treated with caustic potash or soda it 
unites with it, forming potassium or sodium 
cerotate 

Beeswax is used tor candle making, making 
molds for casting, and in many other ways. 


Chinese Insect Wax.—'This beautiful wax has 
been known for some time; it occurs in the 
form of fibrous crystals. melting at about 180 
deg. F,, aud is only partially dissolved by boil- 
ing alcohol. Itis composed almost entirely of 
cery! cerotate,C.,H,,Cy,H,,0,, but often con- 
tains free cerotic acid; thus one sample of In- 
sect wax which I have examined contained 2.5 
per cent. free cerotic acid. 

This wax is the joint production of an insect 
(coccus pela) and various species of trees grow- 
ing in China, where it is cultivated on a large 
scale. The insect is about % inch long, it 
builds itself a cocoon in which it lays eggs, 
these are collected and are attached to trees, 
the young emerge in course Of timeand attack 
the trees, gradually wax is developed in which 
the insects become imbedded; this wax ig 
scraped off, purified by boiling, when it is sent 
into conimerce, 

The best description of Chinese insect wax 
appears in “Hanbury’s Science Papers’; its 
chemical composition was investigated by Mas- 
kelyne and Brodie. 

It is used in China for making candles, very 
little finding its way to this country. 

Spermaceti.—This valuable wax is obtained 
from the Cachalot, or sperm whale (Physeter 
macro cephalus); this whale bas an immense 
head 14 ft. high by 25 ft. long; the top of the 
head forms a case which holdeé nearly a ton of 
mixed oil and spermaceti; thisis known as head 
matter, below the case is a dense mass of cellu- 

lar tissue forming the chief bulk of the head, 
and known as the junk, this is full of sperma- 
ceti. 

The blubber, which forms a layer 18 inches 
thick over the animal, is meited down and 
yields oil and spermaceti. This melting or 
“trying down” is sometimes done on board 
ship, or is left until the ship returns to port. 
The mixture of oll and sperm undergoes press- 
ing and filtering several times; with, ia some 
cases, refrigeration, to separate out the sperm- 
aceti from the oil. 

Spermaceti is also obtained from the bottle- 
nosed whale (Balna rostrata), 

Spermaceti makes its appearance in the form 
of a glistening white semi-crysta!line mass, 
melting about 113 deg. F. It consists easenti- 
ally of cetyl palmitate, CyeHs3CigHs,09; but it 
contains other bodies of simpler composition, 
for Hehner in an analysis of asample of sperm- 
aceti found 169°68 per cent of calculated vety) 
palmitate, while a sample I examined gave me 










































































122°88 per cent; it contains very little free acid, 
one sample I examined contained 1°27 par cent, 
but there is frequently none at all present. 

On distillation, spermaceti yields ethal (cety! 
alcohol, C,;,Hs;0H); on treatment with potash 
or soda, sperm yields a quasi soap and cetyl 
alcohol. 
= On account of the pure condition in which 
sperm reaches the market and the uniformity 
of its composition, it ‘“*makes the finest candles 
we have for regularity of flame” (Field). For 
this reason a sperm candle burning at the rate 
of 320 grains per hour has been chosen as the 
standard measure of light. Sperm candles are 
much admired also on account of their appear- 
ance; they are, however being superseded by 
paraffine candies, 

The first of the vegetable waxes we shall con- 
sider is Japan wax. This curious substance is 
strictly speaking not a wax at ali, but should 
be classed asa fat, consisting as it does ofa 
palmitate of glycerin, but on account of its 
physical resemblance to waxes it is usually 
considered along with them. 

Japan wax is the product of Rhus vernicifera 
and other species of the same genera. It is 
found between the kernel and outer skin of the 
berry. To obtain it the berries are broken by 
hammers, sifted, then heated to melt the wax 
and pressed. 

The crude wax is purified and bleached by 
melting, pressing the \iquid wax through sacks 
into water, and then spreading the thin shreds 
so made in the open air, 80 as to expose it to 
the bleaching aciion of the sun and air. 


Japan wax makes its appearance as hard, 
waxy-looking substance; it has a_ specific 
gravity of .999 and a melting point of 42-55 deg. 
C. (107-181 deg. F.). As already mentioned, it is 
a palmitate of glycerine C,H;(C,,H 3,02)03, and 
therefore yields a true soap and glycerine; 
when treated with alkalies it is rather difficult 
to saponify. It contains a small qnantity of 
free acid: one sample I examined contained 8.9 
per cent. of free palmitic acid. The rest of the 
wax consists, in my judgment, entirely oj 
tripmailitin. 

Japan wax is only imported into this country 
in small quantities, and what comes here is en- 
tirely used for candle-making, entering into 
the composition of the so-called vegetable wax 
candles. 

Carnauba wax is obtained from the leaves of 
Copernicia cerifera, a tree indigenousto Brazil; 
the leaves are coated with a film of wax; they 
are collected, laid in layers to dry, and as they 
shrink the wax peels off;this is collected,melted 
and sent into commerce. It is also obtained 
from a few other trees. The color varies a lit- 
tle from arpale sulphur yellow to a greenish 
yellow; it is hard but brittle, and having an ex- 
ceedingly high melting point, 84—97 deg. C. (183 
—206 deg. F.), it is largely used in making wax 
candles, 

The chemical composition of Carnauba wax 
was investigated by Story Maskelyne (Chem. 
Soc. Jour, (2) 7, 87), who gave it as consisting of 
the ether of cerotic acid and myricyl alcohol, 
with some free alcohol. More recently Sturck 
(Ann. der, Chemie. 228, 283, and Oil and Co’or- 
man’s Journal, July, 1885, 938) has investigated 
it and finds it to contain little or no free acid, 
and about 45 per cent. of free myricyl alcohol, 
Cq,H,,»CH,OH. Sturcke finds that Carnauba 
wax contains a number of other bodies, for a 
full description of which I must refer readers 
tothe number of the Journa already quoted; 
these bodies are as follows: 7

Myrtle Wax.—This wax is obtained from an 
American tree (Myrica Carolinensis), and is 
found coating the fruits. It ig collected, and 
makes its appearance in commerce asa green- 
ish yellow wax, melting at 48 deg. C. (118 deg. 
F.), It has a slightly aromatic odor and taste, 
specific gravity 1°005. so that it is slightly heay- 
jer than water, 

Like Japan wax itisa glyceride, mostly of 
palmitic acid, but it also contains a character- 
istic fat acid, myristic acid; only about 16 per 
cent. of these exist in the free condition, It i. 
soluble in about twenty parts of hot alvohol, 
and in four parts of ether. 

Owing to its color, myrtle wax is rarely used 
in candle-making. Up to the present no gatis- 
factory mode of bleaching it has been found. 

The above are the principal waxes found in 
commerce; among others which come over in 
gmall quantities may be mentioned: 

Palm Wax, from a South American tree, 
Ceroxylon andicola, which melts at 72 deg. C.; 
nearly insoluble in alcohol, but soluble in al- 
kali; it consists of 8 mixture of a true wax and 
of a resinous body. The wax melts below 100 
deg. C., while the resin has a melting point 
above 100 deg. C. 

Ocuba Wax comes from the Myristic ocuba, 
a tree which grows on tre banks of the Ama- 
gon, and which yields about 18 per cent. of 
wax. It is of a yellowish white color, melting 
at 36 deg. C., and is largely used in Brazil for 
candle-making.— Oil and Colormam’s Journal, 
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Discovering a Substitute for Quinine. 


The Cleveland Leader recently published an 
intereeting conversation between two manu- 
facturing chemists (who met with tragic 
deaths) on the subject of a quinine substitute, 
the salient points of which we give herewith: 


“Now, tell me how the science of chemistry 
goes on with you,” said the first speaker. 

“Well,” he replied, ‘‘you know Price and I 
are in partnership?’ I nodded. I had never 
been on intimate terms with Price, and always 
rather disliked him. “We have a laboratory 
together on Drumm street, where we manu- 
tacture for public use all kinds of artificial es- 
sential oils, and several other chemicals of a 
similar nature, besides a very fair lot of aniline 
dyes. It pays pretty well, much being done by 
improved processes of our own, and, as we 
have four or five hands, leaves us plenty of 
time for experiments in advanced chemistry. 
Whenever you wish, I’ll show you over the 
whole place. No great affeir, but it yields us a 
good income, about as certain as most business. 
Now, do you know anything of the attempt to 
discover an artificial substitute for quinine?” 
Igaveastart. I had met during my studies 
many scientific men both in Europe and Amer- 
ica, devoted to this chimerical pursuit, and one 
in particular at Bonn, from whom I had heard 
much on the subject, so that I begged Wilcox 
to explain the matter, merely from knowing 
how 4e would suffer in leaving aught untold. 


“Now,” he resumed, filling his glass once 
more, “I need hardly tell one of your profes- 
sion the importance of sucaa discovery. You 
know how the invention of aniline threw half 
the population of Denmark out of the madder- 
raising business, and diverted to the pockets of 
the lucky inventors all the profits formerly 
made from the madder dyes, until the secret 
became generally known, when, of course, 
competition lessened and divided them. Now 
the man who discovers artificial quinine van, if 
he will, make for himself all the money now 
earned by the strippers of Peruvian bark, the 
shippers, jobbers, manufacturers who prepare 
it, and the wholesale druggists as well— millions 
in asipgle year. And at least this; for he can 
so undersell the present prices as to secure a 
market all the world over. 


“Now I have discovered this process. No 
wonder you start, for it is your thick-headed 
Wilcox who has done It. And it is nota mere 
invention, either, but a genuine discovery as 
well, whick will lift my name to the place Dal- 
tons and Scheele’s and Lavoisier s now occupy 
—one that wil) write anew the whole science of 
chemistry.’ 

By this time I was as wild with excitement as 
Wilcox himself. “Go on,” I cried, ‘go on! 
Why will you drag so?” 

“Allin good time, old man; let me explain or 
you won't see the vastness of the discovery. 
Well, suppose you analyze quinine, what will 
you find? So many parts each of carbon, oxy- 
gen, hydrogen and nitrogen. Butif you were 
to combine these elements indicated by the 
formula would you have quinine’? Nota bit of 
it. There is still something left that defies all 
analysis by methods now in use, It is the very 
soul of the drug, and you can no more build 
quinine from its known clements than you can 
createa Frankenstein man from the refuse of 
your dissecting room. I declare, old fellow,it’s 
absolutely ludicrous to think how we scientists 
have been wandering about Isomerism 80 
many years, and yet been blind as bats to its 
true meaning. 

“Therefore, all experimenters, abandoning 
this attempt, have given their time solely to 
finding some substance, either vegetable or 
chemical, that will produce the same effect at 
a less cost. But I have found out a way to an- 
alyze this essence of the drug, which if you 
please we can call quinoidia—no, that means 
only a quinine semblance; keeping to the idea 
of body and soul we will call it psychoquinia, 
the suul of the drug. I have resolved it into 
its elements und have learned to recombine 
them from other and different sources. 

“Now observe what a glorious field this 
opens. By the same methods I have been able 
to resolve all organic matter,and this discovery 
will revolutionize the whole organic chemistry, 
In time I think I shall_be able to do the same 
of inorganic substances, But, even as it is, 
when this is known I shall be the father of the 


new chewistry. 

“For the last year | have been occupied in 
collecting and arranging wy results, classify- 
ing the hundreds of new elements and combi- 
nations, and rewriting the whole subject in the 
light of the greatest discovery of modern times. 
Drugs the most costly will be made as cheap as 
bread, poisons will be rendered harmless, new 
remedies found for incurable diseases, the 
whole condition of life changed, and I, your 
thick-headed old Wilcox, will be hailed as the 
greatest benefactor of mankind.” 

I was literally struck dumb with amazement. 
The vast, magnificent prospect this discovery 
opened, paralyzed my imaginations. Like one 
in a trance or dream, I grasped desperately for 
some tangible object, and muttered indis- 
tinctly, “Can you show me something of all 
this *"’ 

“Oh, yea. I've kept to my first love, though 
that is now one of the least Of my results. 
Still, I owe ali to it, and through it I will make 
my discovery first known. Just taste this,” 


and he handed me a small bottle pontaining a 


floceulent white powder. “Sulphate f quin- 

























ine, and as fine as I ever saw.” “Yes. I need 
not ask you to analyze it. You can trust me 
when I say it answers perfectly every test of 
the natural article, chemically pure. And the 
cost of it won’t exceed a cent an ounce tothe 
manufacturer.” 

“What steps are you taking to publish it?” I 
questioned, “TI shall first simply announce the 
quinine discovery in the papers. In a few 
weeks the Bancrofts will ‘ssue the prospectus 
of anew work on Organic Chemistry, which I 
have just finished, and as they have engaged to 
keep the subject matter a close secret, nothing 
of my methods will be known to the world at 
large until publication.” 

“This will mean a terrible smash in the drug 
business.” “Yes, but it is unavoidable. How- 
ever, the time lapsing from the first news of 
my discovery to its full publication, und the 
manufacture of necessary apparatus, will ena- 
ble daalers to dispose of their stocks at equit- 
able prices if they are so inclined. Bancroft’s 
prospectus,a copy of which will be sent to 
every druggist in the land, will contain a full 
list of drugs I expect to cheapen, so that any 
great loss will be their own fault. At any rate 
their interests must yield to those of the whole 
world.” 

All the work was in vain, however, asthe dis- 
coverer of the new quinine died from sup- 
posed heart disease and his partner is repre- 
sented to have committed suicide, all of which 
occurred some years ago.

Ammonia Gas for Locomotives. 


An interesting trial, says the New Orleans 
Picayune, has been made on the track of the 
Carrollton and Canal street railroad, of a motor 
or locomotive propelled by ammonia gas. This 
railway uses small steam engines or dummies 
on its line between Napoleon avenue and Car- 
rollton, while from Napoleon avenue to Canal 
street mules propel the cars; but the introduc- 
tion of a reliable, economical, mechanical prc~ 
pelling power that would at the same time be 
free from the objections made to steam, would 
be a desideratum on that and every street rail- 
way inthe city. Such a one appears to have . 
been attained in the ammonia engines exhibit- 
ed. A few words of explanation will be inter- 
esting. 

Ammonia gas is the active propelling agent. 
This gas, which is little more than one-half the 
weight of air, is powerfully expansive, and 
when passed through the cylinders of a steam 
engine will operate just the same as steam in 
moving machinery. Io order to utilize this 
gas it is stored in a strong iron reservoir, which 
is carried under the floor of a car, and issup- 
plied to the engine just as steam is used from a 
boiler. In order to be able to carry enough of 
the gas to drive the machinery for any consid- 
erable time, the gas is forced by powerful 
pumps into the rese:voir on the car until a 
pressure of from 180 to 200 pounds to the square 
inch is reached, ite force being indicated bya 
gauge much the same asa steam gauge. Each 
car is supposed to carry enough gas to make a 
trip back and torth between Carroliton and 
Canal street. 

Such is the principle of the application of 
ammonia gas to the propulsion of thestreet car. 
Let it be understood that the engine is nota 
separate matter from the car, as is the steam 
dummy, but each car is itsown engine also. 
There being no fire,no smoke, no steam, no 
heat, there is no need to have the propelling 
power separate from the cars that carry the 
passengers; but, on the contrary,the propelling 
appliances are compactly stored beneath the 
floor of the car, which in external appearance 
or internal accommodation, is in no way differ- 
ent from the ordinary street cars, save that it 
stands a little higher on its wheels, to make 
room for the machinery underneath. The 
engineer or driver sits on the front plat- 
form, which is no more encumbered than 
is a platform of a horse car, and by means of a 
couple of levers he reverses or forwards the 
engine movement at will, while a throttle 
valve controls the admittance of gas to the 
engine in much the same way as steam is man- 
aged. Right here comes in a great item of 
economy. The ammonia gas after passing 
through the engine and doing its work is not 
lost by being allowed to escape into the at- 
mosphere, but is saved simply by turning it 
into the air tight water tank carried under the 
car. The gas has such an‘aftinity for the water 
that the latter will absorb 700 times its bulk, 
ten cubic feet of water taking up 7,000 cubic 
feet of gas which is extracted from the water 
and is again utilized for driving a car. 

The works of the company at Napoleon 
avenue embrace the apparatus for extracting 
the ras from the commercial ammonia and for 
chargicvg the reservoirs of the cars with it. The 
ammonia comes from the factory in large 
sheet-iron barrels or drums containing 700 
pounds of tiuid. This is pumped into a strong 
iron tank and thence transferred to a strongly 
made and capacious vessel of boiler iron 
cailed a retort. To this is applied steam heat 
not sufficient to boil the liquid, but enough to 
drive off the gas which rises to the top and 
passes off through a pipe into a receiver capa- 
ble of bearing agreat internal pressure. From 
this receiver, by means of an iron pipe, the gas 
is forced into the magazine of each car, which 
being charged in afew minutes, is ready for 
the road. Only one car has been fitted for ser- 
vice so far, but the success of the invention 
being established, there will no doubt be a large 


demand for it. 5

The demand for pig lead has been very light 
in this market during the past few days, and 
we have heard of no important transactions, 
the only reported sale being a 50 ton lot of 
common at 475u. There was some improve- 
ment in the Chicago market last week accord- 
ing to Messrs Everett & Post, who write under 
date of the 4th inst, an increased demand and 
values ranging around 454@4 @0c, with sales of 
some 600 tons. Buyers were very conservative, 
and while prospects for futures are fair, they 
will not anticipate their requirements, pre- 
ferring to take chances on the future market. 
There does not seem to be much lead pressing 
on that market and production continues less 
than the consumption. The requirements of 
Eastern consumers are being supplied mostly 
by foreign lead. The St. Louis market was re- 
ported by Messrs. John Wahl & Co. as dull and 
weaker on the 4th inst. Small sales were made 
at 4 55c for common and 4 60c for refined. At 
the close the former was quoted at 4 52}¢c and 
the latter at 4 55c. 


White lead remains very quiet, the demand 
being for small lots for current consumptive 
requirements. There hasbeen no change made 
in the association prices, and we contiuue to 
quote 7}c net for lead in quantities of less than 
500 lbs in wood, and 7c 60 days, or 244 per cent 
discount for cash in 15 days from date of in- 
voice for lots of 500 lbs and over. Lead in oil 
in 25 lb, 1244 1b and 1 to 5 Ib cans is quoted at 
an sdvance of gc, lcand 2i44c respectively, on 
the keg prices. The rebates are as heretofore 
and are payable at the end of the year to buy- 
ers who observe the rules of the association. 


The demand for American oxide of zinc is re- 
ported to be very good, and though no large 
sales are making, the movement is large enough 
to prevent any accumulation of stock. A firm 
feeling prevails and prices are unchanged. For 
French zinc there is a moderate jobbing de- 
mand at the combination prices, which are: 
65¢c for dry Antwerp red geal in bbla of 220K 
lbs, and 6c for dry Paris green seal. Discounts 
are as follows: To buyers of 10 bbl lots of one 
or assorted grades 1 per cent, 20 bbls 2 per cent, 
and 50 bbis 4 per cent. No discount is allowed 
on less than 10 bbi lots, and discounts include 
brokerage.

The Progress of some Foreign Indus- 


tries. 


The following notes are taken from Kuhlow’s 
German Trade Review: 

A short time ago we announced that the 
Chemische Fabrik Oranienburg had become in- 
terested ina new undertaking, the object be- 
ing to secure a fresh market for its principal 
product, sulphuric acid. We learn that the 
new concern is the Chemische Producten-Fab- 
rik Altdamm, which was recently changed into 
ashare company. The capital of this company 
only 200,000 marks, and shares to the amount of 
101,000 marks have been taken by the Chemisehe 
Fabrik Oranienburg. 


Vereinigte Breslauer Oelfabriken.—The re- 
port for 1885-86 sets forth that the products of 
this concern had during that business year a 
slow but a remunerative sale, though the ex- 
port business in rapeseed oil did not correspond 
to expectations. The import duty on rapeseed 


and colza shut out the supply of Boh emia, Ga- 
jand manufacturers forced to grant the terms 


licia, and Hungary. The year’s production, 
out of 12,500,000 kilog. of seed, was 46,000 met- 
ric centners of oil and 73,000 of oil cakes. 

The Potash Industry.—The production of the 
first six months of the year was 906,024 centners 
and that of the second half year will be 1,031,- 


970 centners, so that including the January 
stocks (103,737 centners) 2,041,731 cent. are at 
disposal for the year. Up to this month 1,854,- 
759 cent. have been sold,so that 186,972 cent. re- 
main for the rest of the year. As, however, a 
stock of 100,000 cent. is necessary, a further 
sale of 18,000 cent. per month would exhaust 
the production of the year. 


The Stolberg Glass Manufactures.—This in- 
austry suffers from low prices, caused by the 
over production which has been going on, this 
being the case especially with plate glass. The 
sales have also decreased, as in many cases 
where for glazing ordinary window plate glass 
used to be employed the blown window glass is 
now preferred on account of its cheapness.

Vegetable Oils 


The linseed oil market presents about the 
same general features as for some weeks past. 
The demand continues moderate and is con- 
fined strictly to jobbing dimensions, but city 
crushers are not disposed to offer concessions 
for the purpose of inducing business and the 


market maintains a firm front. 


The quotation 


therefore, remains at 43c. The offerings of 
western oil in this market continue compara- 
tively limited, and from the accounts which 
reach us from the West, affairs there are ina 
very satisfactory shape and promise even to be 


better. 


Crude cotton oil has entirely passed out of 
sight for the time being so far as this market is 
concerned. The article is seldom if ever men- 
tioned, and it will not play any part in the 
market until the new crop oil is offered, which 
will not be many days, as we understand that 
crushing is in progress in some remote parts of 
the South. Seed is going forward, but the 
value has not been‘established. Whether pro- 
duction will reach or exceed last sason 
will depend on the nature of the de- 
mand, and as trade in 


is being opened 


and 


new channels 


fostered, 


there 


are good reasons for expecting a larger 
movement, and consequently a larger pro- 


duction will be necessary. 


The prospects favor 


a good season. Several severe earvuhquake 
shocks failed to disturb the oil mill at Charles- 
ton last week, and it remains intact, ready to 
commenee the season when transportation fa- 
cilities will allow the arrival of seed. 


Refined cotton oil remains stationary at 40c 
for prime summer yellow, 36@37c for off grades 
and 39@47c for winter yellow, according to 
quality, with other quotations the same as this 
time last week. Jobbing sales realize 2@3c 
above these figures. The market has been 
characterized by extreme duliness, most of the 
dealers not having made a sale within the week. 
Buyers are evidently postponing their wants to 
see how the cat will jump when new crop oil is 
offered. The belief among holders is 


that very little change if any will 


oc- 


our, and that a steady market will rule 
at least during this month and October, 
No one will venture on futures, the business 
doing being for immediate delivery. 
effurt is being made to dispose of the off grades 
before new oil appears, ana as the supply Is still 
believed to be quite liberal, buyers have no 
difficulty in getting concessions. Prime oil is 
firmly held at prices given and holders are ap- 
parently indifferent sellers. Seven hundred 
barrels would cover all the transactions above 
50 bbl lots, which is evidence of the slack busi- 


ness. Inquiry for export is very light.

No figure is quoted 
for stock to arrive on either that vessel oron 
the Anahuac, which is due October 1, with 535 
tons. Cochin oil is steady at former quota- 
tions of 7%@8ec for spot, with light demand. 
We have sales of 75 tons to arrive on private 
terms. 

Olive oil has been in better demand, and com- 
mands 77@80c for prime Spanish and Italian 
grades. We have sales of 150 bbls at the quo- 
tations given, from several lots aggregating 300 
bbls which arrived since our last. 

There is an effort to push palm kernel oil asa 
substitute for Ceylon cocoanut oil, by offering 
supplies at a shade under the latter. Palm 
kernel is quoted at 5c on spot, with some 
business at that. Prime Lagos palm oil is quiet 
and nominal at 6@54c. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

The lard oil market continues to harden, in 
sympathy with lard, and we note a slight ad- 
vance over previous quotations, especially on 
prime grades, which are quoted at 59@60c for 
city and 66@58c for western, according to 
brand. There is a liberal supply of lower 
grades on the market, and some are offered at 
considerably below prime quality. The up- 
ward tendency las not checked the movement 
apparently, as we hear of considerable business 
doing, principally in a jobbing way. 

Crude sperm oil is held steady at the former 
figure of 75c, with sales of 775 bbis at that price 
in New Bedford for manufacture. Receipts at 
that place during the week were 140 bbis, but 
no exports. The total stock there is 12,805 bbls. 
Refined oil is steady. 

Crude whale oil has been taken to the extent 
of 500 bbls Northern at 35c and 90 bbis South- 
ern at 34c per gallon. Quotations at the close 
are 35@33c respectively. There were no re- 
ceipts or exports for the week. The total stock 
is placed at 11,500 bbls at New Bedford. Re- 
fined market is unchanged. 

Whalebone is offering at the previous figure 
of $3 25 per lb, and holders decline to shade this 
figure for Arctic bone. We have sales of 4,000 
lbs at that price and 1,000 lbs not Arctic at $3 
per lb. The bark Thomas Pope arriving at 
San Francisco has 7,600 lbs of bone for New 
Bedford parties. 

Menhaden fish oil has passed a very quiet 
week, without inquiries or sales, and but lim- 
ited offerings at 22c for prime light oil and 21}4c 
for good merchantable, which are the same 
prices as quoted previously. No direct in- 
formation has come from the fishing grounds 
and buyers are not aware what is be- 
ing done, but as there are no com- 
plaints or time to report the fishing progress, 
they take it for granted that the catch is more 
Gatisfactory. Prices are supported by the pol- 
icy of holders, so noticeable this season, not to 
hawk their products about the streets; 

Cod oil is unchanged at 80@32c for domestic 
and 88@40c for Newfoundland. 

Saponified red oil is in light request, and the 
market iseasy at our quotations, to be found 


on e 41, 
- Mineral Oils. 

The market for paraffine oils has really set- 
tled on a basis of 8}44@9c for 25 gravity, anda 
peculiarity of trade is the fact that manu'actu- 
rers hesitate to quote prices to apy one not 
regular customers, and when necessary to do 
so they name 10@1l0}4c. Jobbers are selling 
freely at 9c and uoder for a prime article. 
Cutting is now being done on 28 gravity, sales 
having been made at 6c, with intimations 
that 6c would buy. No oil of 28 gravity now 
realizes 7c, which was but recently considered 
bed rock, except extra good quality in small 
quantities. Most manufacturers quote 7c, the 
underselling being done in a quiet way. 

There is no new feature in neutral oils, which 
rule steady at former figures on account of 
very light competition and comparatively 
light business, The wool grade is moving moed- 
erately well at 12c for 32 gravity. 

Cylinder stocks are not being offered below 
the regular schedule for prime grades. Light 
filtered, guaranteed 600 fire test, commands 17¢ 
19¢c according to brand, and special makes real-

The Candle Fish and its Uses. 


OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 


A correspondent writing from Los Angeles, , 


Cal., gives an aceount of how candle fish are 
caught and dried by the half breeds slong the 
Columbia river. In an interview with a native, 
he said: 

“Eulachon was the name they gave ‘em, and 
I reckon it means candle-fish, for whenever 
they wanted a light they just lit one of them 
fish and stuck it between two sticks, and it was 
jost as good a candle as a man wants. You see 
they are jest made up of ile, and if you put one 
in a pan it ’ll melt away Jest like butter, and its 
the ile that burns. The Indians use the fish for 
allsorts of purposes, jest as they stand, all 


emoked. They eat them for food, burn ’em | 


for candlee, and you can see children going 
around suckin’ a eulachon. jest as white chil- 
dren do to sticks of candy. A big lot of ’em is 
melted up with ile and stowed away for winter 
drinkin’, ile bein’ a prominent thing in about 
everything they eat. Ireckon you'll wonder 
how they stow away ile without any bottle; but 
if they can’t make glass they know where to 
get a good substitute, and that’s in the big sea- 


weed that grows along shore here. The stem is | 


sometimes as big as your arm, and they cut 
these of in different lengths to suit, and plug 
up the ends with wood, and have bottles as 
gvod for the purpose as glass, and they don’t 
cost nothin’ either. So that’s where I first see 
the candle-fish, and me an’ my mate bought a 
heap, and I carried some or kept ’em on hand 
ever since. They're the most sayin’ candle you 
ever see; there ain’t no waste and there ain’t 
no wick to be trimmed. They just burn down 
and burn away, and if you get hungry while 
you are readin’ all you have to do is to biow 
out your eulachon and eat it. Come around to 
my shanty some evenin’ and I'll let you read 
by one, and eat it, too. It’s something to say 
that you’ve read by the light of a dead her 
rin’.” 

The candle fish is known to science as mal o-

tus pacificus, and bas been discovered some | 


time. Itisasmall fish allied to th» emelt, and 
y.markaDle fcr its superabundance of oil. and 
on this account greutly valued by the natives 
about the Columbia rvyer. Iu firor yeers 
the “eulachon” was very abuodant in this lc- 
cality, but the steamers and other vessels have 
tended todrive them away, so that th.y c:n- 
not be depended upon as in former years when 
they were the most valuable wint: r supply the 
Indians could collect. An English natu: alist 
firat brought them before the scientific wc rid, 
and it is said that his notes and descriptions of 
the fish were all made by its own! ght, the cu 

rious candles being all the light he bad in the 
isolated locality where his observations were 
made, In some of the Pacific islands birds are 
usedina similar way, a wick being drawo 
through the body of the bird and lighted. giv- 
ingagood light available for ordinary pur- 
poses; but probably the candle fish is unique 
in itaway. Fishes in their native waterscr 
alive are often light-givers, and the recent in 

vestigations of the British government in the 
fauna of the deep sea have resulted in come re 

markable finds, fome of the fishes, asthe

Cottonseed as Food for Cattle. 
BY J. F. POTTER, U. 8 CONSUL AT CREFELD, 
GERMANY. 
t Unhulled cottonseed cake is highly appreci- 
ated by English farmers on account of its wel!- 
known properties as food for fattening cattle, 
as well as for the production of milk. The un- 
hulled cottonseed cake, it is said. is preterred 
by them tc hul.ed cottonseed cake for the rea- 
son that the former is cheaper,and because the 
bulls contain a medicinal substanve which is 
regarded as an excellent remedy for and 
preventive of diarrhea, a disease often 


resulting from overfeeding with rich 
freah food, beet-roots, etc. The cotton- 
seed cake . consumed in Eogland is 


mostly made from Egyptian seed, which, it is 
claimed, is much more easily cleaned than 
American seed. The idea also there prevails 
that hulled cottonseed cake produces diar- 
rhetic tendencies, while the German farmers, 
apparently for good reasons, entertain pre- 
cleely opposite opinions, and greatly prefer 
cake and meal made from American hulled 
seed. 

Most of the cottonseed consumed in Ger- 
many comes from the United States. The dif- 
ference in the quality of American and Egyp- 
tian seed may account for the conflict of opin- 
jon existing between English and German 
farmers relative to the properties of hulled and 
unhbulled seed 

Professor Dietrich, of Marburg, has madea 
careful analysis of the meal made from bulled 
and vnbu.led cottonseed, and the following is 
the result of the analytic:

Some interesting and careful experiments 
have recently been made in Prussia for the 
purpose of establishing the comparative value 
of hulled and unhulied cottonseed meal as food 
for fattening cattle. These experiments have 
been conducted by competent gentlemen, who 
were deeply interested in the results obtained 
from feeding unhulled cottonseed meal to six- 
teen different oxen, which were being fattened 
for the market. The general average gain per 
day per Ox, was 2.4 pounds. Highest average 
gain per day per ox, 2.7 pounds. 

Results obtained from feeding hulled cotton- 
seed meal to I¢ different oxen which were be- 
ing fattened for the market were: General 
average gain per day per ox, 2.8 pounds; high- 
est average guid per day per ox, 44 pounds, 

Oa the first day of the trial the unbulled 
American cotionseed meal was fed in quanti- 
ues of three fourths of a pound and the hulled 
cottonseed meal iu quantities of 144 pounds 
= ay. und gradually increased to 344 pounds 

e ay. 

In aidition to the cottonseed meal, an ox 
weighivg over 1,100 pounds (live weight) re- 
ceived per day 9 pounds of hay,# pounds 
chopp d straw and 80 litres of b-ewer’s mash. 

After a period of fourteen days tweive of 
the animals that were fed with unbulled Amer- 
ican cottonseed meal were attacked with diar- 


| rhea. They were then fed for two days with 


meal made from hulled seed, when the healthy 
condition of the bowels was fully restored.

TUESDAY EVENING, Sept. 7, 1886. 


The week under review has for the most 
part been an uneventful one. The well news 
from day to day has not been of a character to 
particularly please either the bull or the bear 
element. Not until Saturday was a slight spurt 
upward made, but this was maintained, and 
yesterday morning the market had gained ad- 
ditional strength. The transactions were un- 
usually light and it was the opinion of many 
that there was an effort on the part of the con- 
troling element to prevent any important ad- 
vance, although the character of the news 
from the region was rather favorable to an ad- 
vance. 


On Wednesday the Barre No 3 was reported 
through the sand, but the main interest was 
centered on the McGaby, which was reported 
as doing five bbls per hour and still drilling. 
The Davis No 1 made the first flow of 33 bbls, 
and was showing for a good we'l; the drilling 
continued during the remainder of the week, 
without, however, bringing about any mate- 
rial change. The Taylor No 2 was reported 
filled np. Later the Davis No 1 moved out the 
boiler. The importance os the McKeown wells 
is believed to have been overrated, and so far 
the wells have not panned out as favorably as 
was at one time expected. On Thursday the 
McKeown No5 was reported as flowing at in- 
tervals, while the McKeown No 8 had increased 
to about 330 bbls per day. On Friday the 
Fisher was agitated and increased some, but 
evidently did not do as well as looked for. The 
McKeown wells stiJl showed no improve- 
ment, while the Taylor No 2 was reported full 
of oil. Late the night previous a sensational 
report had been spread to the effect 
that a 60,000 bbi well had been struck 
at Shousetown, but it was not credited 
here, although published in some 
of the oil region papers. The well was said to 
be located just fifteen miles from Pittsburg 
and a big tumble in prices was looked for to- 
day. But they didn’t tumble, and when, short- 
ly before eleven o’clock,a dispatch came deny- 
ing the report, those who had given credence 
to the report became the butt of the skeptics. 
News from the McGaby was looked for with 
additional interest. The McKeown No. 8 was 
to be torpedoed on Saturday, but very little at- 
tention was paid to it 2s it was not believed the 
well would amount to much. The McGaby 
was still in hard sand and driliing. The Davis 
1 and 2 were both due to second pay streak but 
were not believed to prove important. Drill- 
ing was stopped at the Davis Nos. i and 2, but 
there was no change inthe condition. Union 
Oil Co.’s well and Willet’s No. 11 were both 
flowing at intervals, the latter from the mani- 
fold sands. No change in the others was re- 
ported, but no very startling developments are 
looked for. 

The Kane field has also shown a falling off. 
The field bas lost its importance since the 
drilling ceased late last month, when the pro- 
duction showed a steady deciine. The daily 
runs for June were 5,702 bbis, for July 6,821 
bbls, and for August 4,872 bbls. The latest de- 
velopments have been unsatisfactory, Roy & 
Archer’s well No 6 was expected to reach the 
sand yesterday. The other wells newly com- 
pleted are not expected to make up for the de- 
creased production in the older wells. 


The Lima field does not appear to receive the 
attention it deserves. The latest reports from 
that section show a satisfactory production, 
but the producers are hampered by the want 
of tankage. A further reduction of 2}4¢c was 
made onthe price of Lima crude, and the local 
producers are wroth thereat. 

The latest advices from the region were not 
of a character tending to strengthen the mar- 
ket. Morgan No.1 was just on top of pay 
streak this morning and reported as having in- 
creased considerably. No change at Taylor 
No. 2, Willets No. 9, or Cameron No. 6, Gordon 
No. 5 was on top of tirst sand this morning and 
this noon was in five bits with 2,00C feet of oil 
in the hole. There wasno change at the Mc- 
Gahy. The Davis No. 2 is being worked as a 
mystery, but the drill has struck the sand at 
the lower pay streak and is flowing steadily and 
is evidently an important well. The news of 
production, both new and old, is more favora- 
ble to the bear party than at any time during 
the past week, indeed but a couple of days ago 
the rapid decline in the Washington production 
had an influence unlooked for buta short time 
ago. There is nothing in the situation to en- 
courage the bull element. The opening last 
Wednesday was 62c and the closing figure this 
evening 625gc, showing a variation of only 3c, 
at the result of the week’s trading. 


Wednesday’s market opened with a stronger 
feeling the market opening three points above 
the closing bid of the night before. A strong 
attempt was made by the bull element to force 
an advance and some little excitement was 
caused when a sale was recorded at 62}4c. But 
this was the turning point as there were more 
sellers than buyers at anything over 6%c, the 
market consequently speedily dropping several 
points until 61}¢c, the lowest point of the day, 
was reached. The bidding later was mostly at 
this figure and the sales at 615¢2, with the mar- 
ket closing a trifie strong at 6154@6134c. The 
well news was of no special importance and 
had no effect on trading. The production at 
the several wells in Washington was reported to 
be, Cameron No. 1, 425 bbls; Smith No. 3, 548 
bbls; Willets No. 7, 847 bbls per day; Davis No.

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point, the sales for the remainder of the day 
being at 6274263c and the market closed strong 
at 63@63140, The interest was well maintained 
throughout and there was none of that apathy 
which was sonoticeable a feature on the ex- 
change Friday and Saturday.

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Oil and Gas Sands of Western 
Pennsylvania,

Deep drilling southwesterly from Forest 
county, extending through Pittsburg and 
Washington county tothe West Virginia line, 
has brought to light no productive rocks be- 
low the Venango-Butler group, except in one 
spotin Cranberry township, Venango county, 
where a large deposit of gas is found in an ex- 
tension of one of the sands of the Warren 


The 


group. Southwest of Cranberry, 60 far as can 
be learned, no favorable indications have been 
seeninany of the deep wells, after passing 
through the Venango-Butler group. It is evi 
dent that the gas wells surrounding Pittsburg 
draw from the sands of this group and from 
sands above it, as do also the oil and gas wells 
of Allegheny, Beaver and Washington coun- 
ties. 

There is no new feature, then, to be intro- 
duced in carrying forward a atudy ofthe oil 
and gas rocks. The developments of two years 


and ten months, during which time 7200 oil | 


wells and over 100 gas wells have been drilled, 
amply confirm the views of stratigraphical 
order advocated in former reports, and we 
now have the means of tracing the Venango- 
Butler group quite satisfactorily from Tidioute 
in Warren county, to Washington in Washing- 
ton county, a distance in a direct line of about 
116 mile. * * * * 

Now, advancing to Pittsburg, W> find the

the salt water sand, This structu‘e is some- 
what different from that shown 4: the Boyd 
Hill well, but itisamply confirmed by many 
wells sinve drilied near Pittsburg, and between 
the city and Thorn Creek. These facts seem 
to furnish a reasonable demonstration that the 
P'ttsburg salt water rock is the southern rep- 
resentative of the first sand of the Venango- 
Butler eil group. 

Several deep well: have been sunk in Pitts- 
burg and vicinity, and it is now known that 
other sands, with red rocks, similar in appear- 
ance and constitution to the Venango-Butler 
group as it appears alenz its southeastern edge 
(see I, Plate V), extend down about £0 feet 
from the top of the salt water sand, and then 
come the typical Chemung slates and shales, 
which have been pierced to a depth of about 
950 feet, with scarcely a change worthy of 
note. 


It may be noticed on Section No. 3%, thatall 
the oil and gas horizons of Westmoreland, 
Allegheny, Beaver and Washington count‘es 
come either in the range of the Venango-Butler 
group or some of the sands above it. When the 
proper adjustments are made for the varying 
thicknesses of iutervening strata, some of the 
horizons noted will be found to belong to the 
Thorn creek gae-rock, while the majority of 
them will fall into the Venango-Butler group. 
The data required to work out these adjust- 
ments satisfactorily have not yet been ob- 
tained. In fact, drillers do not keep their 
records in this portion of the well with suf- 
ficient accuracy for the purpose, even if there 
was no dieposition to make matters as cloudy 
for othern as possib'e. Large gas wells must 
stop drilling when heavy flows are struck, and, 
gencrally, they are only a few feet in the sand, 
Consequently, nothing car be learned of the 
strata below, and where the rocks are eo vari- 
able, and gas is found at different horizons in 
them, a satisfactory comparison of one well 
with another cannot be made unless the records 
have been kept in minute detail for two or 
three hundred feet above the gas sand. 

Over thirty-five wells have been drilled in 
the Murraysville district, and, as all of them 
ara large producers, there bas been no neces- 
sity for drilling through the sand. Hence the 
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sub structure there is still unknown. The 
identity of the gas sand with the upper mem- 
ber of the Venango-Butler group seems to be 


| confirmed, however, by its position in relation 


to the Crinoidal limestone, Mahoning sandstone 
and Freeport coal. There is a sandstone about 
eighty feet above its top, which seems to cor- 
respond to the Thorn Creek gas rock, and 
which here contains some ealt water. 

One important tact appears to be pretty 
clearly established by the wells already drilled 
| in Pittsburg and vicinity. Wherever the sand 
has a thickness of from £0 to 110 feet, it is al- 
| Waysareservoir for salt or brackish water. 
| For this purpose it is constitutionally adapted, 
| being rather a coarse-grained even-textured 
| tand-bed throughout, It has the appearance 





of having been deposited as an extensive eand- 
bar at the mouth of some ancient stream,where 
the current, freighted with a large percentage 
of sand, met its first check and dropped its 
cOarser materials, evenly asecorted and in large 
quantities. Around the edges of the central 
mass are anumber of irregular thinner bede, 
which often contain coarser materials, and sel- 
do n have an individual thickness of over 20 
feet. Some one or other of these ls yera apprr~ 
t> furnish the gas a: Tarentum, Lecchtursg, 
Murrays ville and Washington. 

A rock 30 uniform in thickness in structure 
naturally affords a good medium for the circu- 
lation of fluids, aud as it has a dip towards the 
southwest and south, quite sufticient to sensi- 
bly affect any possible underground drainage, 
it is not surprising that it Is now full of water 
in the neighborhood of Pittepurg. It appears 
to have been traced in maximum thickness 
from Butler to McKeesport, a distance of about 
40 miles; and wherever drilled iato along the 
trend of best development, presents very simi- 
Jar characteristics. An average dip of 20 feet 
to the mile (it probably exceeds 2 feet in this 
direction) would givethe undergroucd w:ter- 
beds inthe sandstote a fall of 80C feet in 40 
miles—!00 feet more fall than the waters of the 
Uhio river have in traveling about 2,100 roiles, 
from Pittsburg to the Gulf of Mexico. 
The uprer and lower oils in the Gordon 
well at Warhington, Washington county,come, 
if we judge correctly; the first from a send. 
stone lying at the top, the second from a sand- 
stone lying in the central part of the Venango- 
Butler group as represented at Pittsburg, and 
it is quite probable that other sands belonging 
to the bottom of the group will be found be- 
fore the homogeneons undershales are reached. 
But as no wells have yet been drilled deeper in 
that locality, and tbe record of this well is not 
given with sufficient clearness and detail to 
justify basing conclusions upon it, we must 
await further developments by deep drilling 
between Little Washington and Pittsburg be- 
fore the exact horizons in this new field can be 
definitely announced. 

To the north and northwest of Washington, 
as faras Beaver Falls and Smith's Ferry, all 


the developments indicate that important 
chaoges occur in the stratigraphical order and 
character of the rocks below the wountain 
sands, This isa part of the middie ground te- 
tween the southwesterly dipping deposits of 
Pennsylvania and the southeasterly sioping 
rocks of Obio; aud it will be strange indeed if 
the whole country south of the Uhio River and 
weat of the Monongahela should not be fonnd 
to be aregion of considerable irregularity of 
structure, requiring a close and patient study 
of details and tne orilling of many unsuccess-

Cottonseed Products, 

The cottonseed crushing season just closed, 
says the New Orleans Times-Demo- rat, has 
been the most unsatisfactory one to the crush- 
ers that they have ever experienced, The gen- 
eral depression in all lines of business bas been 
added to in this line by the very poor quality 
of the seed as a rule; and consequently the 
cake, meal and oil have been, with some excep- 
tions, of Jow grade and inferior quality. Thole 
condition is attributed to the unfavorable 


weather during the maturing and picking sea- | 


son last fall, which so affected the seed in the 
fields and gins of planters that, asarule, the 
seed became heated ere it reached the mills, 
consequently a great bulk of unsound oil bas 
been put upon the market at prices never be- 
fore so low. Notwithstanding this state of 
affairs the mills continued to crush seed at un- 
remunerative prices, and the amount crushed 
is estimated to have been as great as in former 
seasons of prosperity—say about 600,000 tons. 
This paradoxical condition of affairs is mainly 
attributed to the want of harmony among the 
erushers, who have disrupted all of their seed 
combinations or associations, and each mill 
undertook to secure its individual supply of 
geed, creating thereby an active competition, 
which kept up the price of seed beyond a pay- 
ing value, and consequently a great many milis 
have been financially crippled, and the crusb- 
ing business greatly depressed. 

Referring to the movement of the products 
we have to state that while the poor quality 
and consequent low prices were unsatisfactory 
to the crushers, yet the whole production has 
been marketed, finding its way into many 
manufacturing departments that were not 
users of oil, but were induced to take hold of 
it on account of its extremely low price. This 
knowledge cf ite advantages may turn out to 
be a blessing in disguise, and thus greatly in- 
crease the consumption of cotton oil in the fu- 
ture and at acceptable prices to the crushers. 
At the beginning of the season and before the 
poor quality of the crop was fully established, 
oll commanded very good prices, which stimu- 
lated the crushers to secure seed ahead re- 
gardiess of its condition; but prices gradually 
dropped until they reached 2lc for the best 
grade of crude oil and 15@i7c for off grades. 
Texas and Arkansas produced the best grades 
of crude oil, some of it being considered strict- 
ly prime. Of course, this ol] was the exception 
and commanded 2@3c over the average oil. 
The bulk of the refined oil, as a matter of 
course, has been inferior, little of it going out 
under the refiner’s full brand, Yet from this 
port some 91,000 barrels have been exported to 
Europe and 60,000 to ooastwise ports, princi- 
pally to New York—being about one-third of 
phe estimated amount of of] made last season,

| cording to quality, in the month just closed. 
The exports from this port were about 50,0C0 
tons of cake and 60,000 tons of meal, or say onr- 
half the estimated amount crushed. The pres- 
ent outlook for these commodities is not for 
any material'y advancing figures, as the stocks 
in Liverpooland Hamburg are large and the 
demand light. However, the prime grades of 
each firat new crop generally command a fair 
price atthe outset, as competition for early 
shipments forces prices above their real value. 

The days of large dividenas in the business 
have fied, and unless one isa holder of Ameri- 
can Trust certificates at the low figures at 
which they ruled last year, there ig litt’e to be 
expected from oil stocks beyond a fair manu- 
facturing ioterest. We hear of but one out- 
and-out new mill being built—at Greenville, 
Miss.—and thig one is said to be a co-operative 
mill put up by the local planters, This idea of 
co-operation is not new, having been tried in 
Memphis some few years ago inthe shape of 
the Planters’ Oil Company, but it soon drifted 
into the regular groove of stock companies, 
and was worked on its own merits. Co-opera- 
tion seems to do well in everything but cotton- 
seed, strange as it may appear. 


Cottonseed commanded high figures during 
the forepart of the season, when as much as 
$16 40@17 was paid fur seed delivered to the 
mills here; but as the seasan advanced the pro- 
duct gradually got lower and lower the price 
was reduced, untill the season closed at $7 per 
ton cn the levee. This price was never reached 
before since the war. It is stated by those who 
claim to know that the price will be about $8 
per ton ex levee next season and kept at this 
price. As a matter of reference,says the Tivmes- 
Democra’, we give some statistics below which 
will be worth preserving:

Professor John F. Caril, who has been from 
the beginning of the operatiuns of the Second 
Geological Survey of Pennsylvania in charge 
of the cil anJ natural gas divisions uf the sur- 
vey, has issued a report on the present condi- 
tions of the field in which these important min- 
eral productions are found. It is impossible in 
ao ordinery newspaper article to notice more 
than a few of tne most prominent features ot 
the report. In viewcfthe fact that oil and 
gas are among the most prolific sources of 
the we.lth of Pennsylvania, the r‘chest of all 
the American Commonwealthg, the conclusions 
ofaman of scientific attainments, who has 
giventhe best years of his life toa caretul 
pairstaking study of these great natural pro- 
ductions and the district ic which they are 
found, cannot be without interest. 


THE WORK OF THREE YEARS, 


The years 1883-4-5 were crowded with occur- 
rences of great import to the oil and gas pro- 
ducing industries, The history of these years 
records the drilling and steady decadence of 
the great Bradford and A'legany oil fields, the 
renewal of extensive operations in the white 
sands of the Venango-Butler group, the rise 
and fall of Cooper, Henry’s Mill, Balitown and 
Wardwell pools in Warren and Forest counties; 
the rocket-like career of Thorn Creek, in But- 
ler county; the opening of Kinzua, in Warren 
county; Red Valley, in Venango county; Cog- 
ley Run, in Clarion county; Washington, in 
Washington county, and several other pools 
and extensions in the old digtricts. It also wit- 
nessed a most astonishing development of nat- 
ural gas territory surrounding the city otf 
Pittsburg and an unexampled diligence and 
Perseverance of prospectors for oil and gas in 
every portion of the State west of the moun- 
taing. 


THE FIELD NOT EXTENDED. 


Notwithstanding this phenomenal activity, 
Professor Carll does not find that the drill has 
extended the limits of the heretofore known 
area in which oil or gas, or both, were to be 
expected. New pools or deposits within old 
and well-known limits have been opened only. 
He says: “Although several new oiland gas 
pools have been opened in Pennsylvania since 
the close of 1882, when active work on the sur- 
vey in the oil field wag suspended fora time, 
there is nothing to indicate that any new pro- 
ductive oil or gas horigens have been discover- 
ed.” This he regards ag remarkable, in con- 
sideration of bow persistently the drill has been 
at work in every part of the country, The oil 
prospector has punctured rocky crust of 
the vartb, both right and left of the old of] and 
mas areas, from the State lipe in the southwest 
to Allegany county, Néw Yark, on the orth, 
with the invariable result of meeting success 
only within the limitsin' which it bad already 
been demonstrated that oil @nd gas existed. 
The developments of two y' and ten months 
in which time 7,200 oi] welle and 100 gas wells 
have been drilled, show that no new feature 


is to be introduced In the study of the oi] and 
gas rocks. A still more remarkable feature of 
this abnormg! development ie to be found in

THE RELATIONS OF GAS TO OIL, 


Professor Carll scouts the idea that the gas of 
Pittsburg and vicinity differs in any appre- 
clable degree from the gas found in the oil dis- 
tricts proper, or that it is not subject tothe 
same law of exbaustion. He says tbat gas and 
oil are so intimately related that an oil fleld 
must necessarily be a gas field. It does not 
follow, however, that every gas well must pro- 
duc? oil, for even within well-defined oil fields 
gas wells have been found which produced no 
oil. Certain conditions of the oil and gas-pro- 
ducing rocks, some of which are known to the 
geologist and more of which can only be sur- 
mised or gucssed at, account for the appar- 
ently contradictory phenomena shown in the 
production of both oil and gas from one well 
and the production of gas only from another 
well within afew rods. But no large amounts 
of gas have yet bec n discovered in any district 
in which oil might not have been reasonably 
expected. 


THE EXHAUSTIBILITY OF GAS WELLS, 


On this point Mr. Carli is very emphatic. He 
savs that a pcpular fallacy on this subject has 
gained some standing since the drilling for gas 
began near Pittsburg. He then proceeds to 
show how fallaciousit is. ‘‘Inexhaustible wells,”’ 
he says, “must draw supplies from an inex- 
haustible source. Gasin Pennsylvania is only 
found in sand beds of medium thickness and 
restricted geographical limits. Such beds in 
themselves cannot be inexhaustible. Their 
productive duration depends entirely upon the 
drafts made upon them—a simple problem; if 
ove well will exhaust one of the beds in one 
hundred years, how long will it take one hun- 
dred wells todoit? To make such pools per- 
manect they must be constantly replenished 
from an unlimited source of supply. This 
source, it is claimed, is some deep seated labc- 
ratory of nature capable of respording to al] 
demands that can be made uponi‘. The pree- 
ent ijraft upon the Murraysville pool would 
probably require a feed pipe at least two feet 
in diameter. If the pool is inexhaustible it 
must be connected with the unfailing supplies 
by conduits of larger capacity than this, for 
the number of wells drawing upon it will soon 
be more than doubled. But, supposing the 
conduits to be equal in carrying capacity 
toa two foot pipe only, how long would 
it probably take the unlimited gas making 
power to fill the Murraysville sand bed? Ought 
not ten, fifteen or twenty years to suffice? Could 
it possibly require one hundred years? And if 
did, what an insignificant period of time is that 
in the annals of the past! Can it be possible 
that natural gas commenced to generate only 
in very recent years? If not, what has become 
of the gas generated during formerages? When 
the sand reservoirs were filled did the gas- 
making stop? A pool with only 600 feet of 
cover (and gas is often found at a less deptb) 
could not be charged under a pressnre of less 
than 1,008 pounds to the square inch, as Mur- 
ruysvilie is supposed to have been. Before at- 
talning that point the surface rocks would 
have lifted and fractured, and the fractures 
once opened would have become permanent 
gas vents if gas wells are to be permanent. Is 
it pot remarkable that no such shattered gas 
pools, no such large gas vents are to be found? 
Perennial gas springs abound in game sections 








of the country; but if the permanent flow from 
them is to be taken as the measure of the ca- 
pacity of the gas generating forcee, it is evi- 
dent that it is too insignificant to meet the de- 
mands of the inexhaustible theorists. 
MURRAYSVILLE AND ITS PRODUCT. 

Murraysville may justly claim to be the phe- 
nomena! gas field of the country. On a narrow 
strip of territory, about five miles long, over 
thirty wells have been drilled,the most of them 
within the last year, without a single failure. 
The first well (Haymaker No. 1) was completed 
in 1878 and for five years its product,equivalent 
in heating power probably to one thousand 
tons of coal per day, was allowed to waste. In 
1883 other wells were drilled and a pipe line was 
laid to East Liberty, Pittsburg, to which this 
well was attached in November. In the same 
year another line was laid to the Edgar Thom- 
son Steel Works, near Braddocks. Since then 
six or eight different mains, of different capac- 
ities, have been run from the district to Pitta- 
burg and McKeesport, and still much of the 
product is going to waste. On this subject of 
waste Professor Carll is especially severe, 
claiming that the flow could be controlled in 
every ceseand no more gas be allowed to es- 
cape than was needed. He says this improvi- 
dence grows out of the popular fallacy that the 
supply is inexhaustible, and devotes a good 
deal of space to his argument, showing its ex- 
haustibility, in order, if possible,to correct this 
false notion and teach the necessity of proper 
economy. Admitting that the gas deposits 
around Pittsburg are evidently large and well- 
stored and capab’e of supplying all legitimate 
demands tor many years, he warns the opera- 
tors of the certain result ot wasteful prodigal- 
ity in this respect, 


LESLEY ON BORING FOR GAS. 

This notice of Professor Carll’s report on oil 
and gas would be incomplete without attach- 
ing to it Professor J. P. Lesley'sa conclusions, 
contained in the same volume, in answer to the 
question, Shall I bore for gas at my works? 
Professor Lesley says: “First of all there can 
be no gas stored up in the oldest rocks.”” This 
at once setties the question in the negative for 
the whole southoastern third ot tte State. To 
bore for gas in Bucks, Montgomery, Philadel- 
phia, Delaware, Chester. Lancaster, York or 
Adams counties would be simply absurd. 

Secondly, there can be no gas left under 
ground where the old rocks have been turned 
up on edge and overturned, fractured and re- 
cemented, faulted and disturbed in a thousand 
wave. If there over was any, it has long since 
found innumerable; ways of escape into the 
atmosphere. This settles the questionin the 
negative for all the counties ot the great val- 
ley—Northampton, Lehigh, Berke, Lebanon, 
Dauphin, Cumberland and Franklin—as any 
one can see by looking at the present condition 
of their limestone, slate and sandstone forma- 
tions. 

Thirdly, there is not the least chance thatany 
gas is left under ground in the greatly folded 
faulted,crushed and hardened formations of the 
middle belt of the State—Carbon, Schuylkill, 
Lehigh, Luzerne, Columbia, Montour, North- 
umberland, Union, Snyder, Lycoming, Perry, 
Juniata, Mifflin, Centre, Clinton, Huntingdon, 
Blair, Bedford end Fulton. Where the oil and 
gas rocks rise to the surface in these counties, 
as they do in a thousand places, they show that 
all their oil and gas has escaped long ago. 


Fourthly, where the rock formations lie 
pretty flat and have remained nearly undis- 
turbed over extensive areas, asin Wayne and 
Susquehanna, parts of Pike and Lackawanna, 
Wyoming, Bradford, Tioga, Potter and all the 
counties west of the Allegheny Mountain, 
there is always a chance of finding gas (if not 
oil) at some depth beneath the surface deter- 
mined by the particular formation which ap- 
pearsat the surface; but as yet we have no 
aatisfuctory evidence of the existence of quan- 
tities of rock gas in any of these counties east 
of Potter, 

Fifthly, wherever the bituminious coal beds 
have been changed into anthracite or semi- 
bituminous coal it is reasonable to suppose tbat 
the same agency which produced the change, 
whatever it was, must have acted upon the 
whole columa of formations including any 
possible gas rock at any deptb. 


Sixth, wherever rock oil bas been found 
there and in the surrounding region rock gas is 


sure to exist.

A Syndicate of Cinchona Planters 
Wanted. 


A large planter of cinchona bark writes as 
follows to the Tropical Agriculturist of Ceylon, 
under date of August 1; 

“The present position of the cinchona market 
is worth the attention of all interested in its 
cultivation. The large quantity of bark which 
has been sent into Europe during the last three 
years has brought the price down toa level 
which - has virtually destroyed the Columbian 
trade. Many of those connected with it have 
been ruined, and thousands of men employed 
in it left the country. It is generally admitted 
that a rise in the value of bark to 9d a unit 
would be required to admit of a revival of the 
enterprise. 

“Ceylon is now supplying nearly three- 
quarters of the bark manufactured in the 
world. Tue increase inthe consumption and 
manufacture of quinine has been so consider- 
able that the latter has fully kept pace with the 
production, and the stocks of bark in Rurope 


are by no means large; indeed, at the end of | 


1885 Mr. Moens gives them as 19,000 packages 
less than they were two years ago. 

“Tt is only the immense supplies which Cey- 
lon continues to send into the market which 
keeps the value at its present low point. Any 
important decrease in the shipments from this 
would immediately produce a rise in the price, 
It is thus no°exaggeration to say that the mar- 

ket isat the present moment entirely under 
the command of Ceylon cinchona growers. 

“If all who possess cinchona will cease har- 
vesting branch bark, and agree to send away 
in all cases just half the weight of good bark 
which they have dispatched during this season, 
they are likely to obtain as much money for 
the reduced quantity as they have this year for 
the largeramount. The operation is surely 
simple enough; the result can bardly be doubt 


ful. If Colombo merchants will only combine |- 


with growers to restrict the supply for the 
next year or two, the value of our export 
would probably be increased by several hun- 


dred thousand pounds, whilst the present 
wholesale and in many instances foe 
destruction of a uee which is of immense

The manufacturer has appealed at once to that tribunal and con- 
fidently hopes for a reversal of Judge Wallace’s judgement, as it seems 
upjust that men should be allowed to advertise themselves as selling 
the inventor’s article when in point of fact they do not.

There has been a very good trade in the gen- 
eral line of drugs during the past week, and 
though the market lacks exciting features, it is 
in an interesting position. The generul ten- 
dency is upward, but actual changes ip prices 
have been few siace our last. In caraway seed 
there has been quite a speculative movement, 
resulting in the concentration of the spot 
stock in few hands, with higher prices quoted 
for goods on the spot or toarrive. The pres- 
ent lay-down cost is said to be far above cur- 
rent market valnes here, and consequently a 
further advanee is looked for in the near fu- 
ture. 
The shellac market continues to improve and 
some makes are again quoted higher. Special 
firmness is not« d in small flake manna, canthar- 
ides, senna, vanilla beans, balsams and mcat of 
the essential oils. The principal changes in

Opium. 

The market at the close was rather firmer, 
owing to cable reports of large purchases be- 
ing made in London and Smyrna for specula- 
tors’ account, who still believe there is a fu- 
ture for this article, “even though it is a long 
time coming,’”’ The demand here is chiefly for 
broken packages, although now and then afew 
single cases are taken. Values have not been 
stimulated by these reports to any extent, the 
general quotation being $275, while some are 
holding for $280. Broken packages were 
quoted early in the week at $280, but to-day 
holders were less inclined to accept this figure, 
and at the close $285@290 were the lowest 
prices named as to holder and quantity. Pow- 
dered opium is scarce and held firm at $38°@ 
390, as to holder and quantity. Messrs F W 
Bowyer and Bartlett, in speaking of the Lon- 
don market under date of August 28, say: 
“In this market there is no change in values to 
note. New crop Salonica is arriving more 
freely; some parcels are of very undesirable 
quality, being again a good deal mixed, nearly 
as much £0 as last season. Holders of all old 
imports. of all growths, are anxious sellers. 
For the Smyrna and other druggists’ qualities 
there has been a total absence of demand. Per- 
sian has been in better demand, fine bard pale 
paste selling at 13s and inferiur at 12s; for arri- 
val lis 6d has again been paid, with a guarantee 
of celor.” 

Sincethe opening of the month there has 
been an improved demand for the various 
makes of morphine. Values, however, remain 
steady and for the present no change is likely 
to be made by the leading manufacturers. 
Scotch is quiet although rather more business 
has been done in the article during the past 
few days at prices ranging from $1 80@2 05, as 
to quantity and style of packing. 


Quinine. 

The market since our last has been without a 
single interesting feature except the “chest 
not” about artificial quinine, which was ex- 
pected to paralyze the trade, but from all ac- 
counts the genius who invented it has been 
the first victim. The demand is almost entire- 
ly for consumptive purchases, there being a 
total absence of any speculation, but the inter- 
est shown by some buyers indicates that they 
are tosome extent anticipating probable fu- 
ture wants. Following our last prices were 
somewhat easier owing to the free offer- 
ings by outside holders of prime _ for- 
eign makes; also desiring to close out stocks 
at the end of the month made a alight 
concession, resulting in the placing of about 
15,0000z3 of B & S and Braunschweig at 47@48c. 
At the close, however, the general quotations 
were 48@49c from outside holders while 
agents are limited to 50@55c. The market in 
@ measure was prepared for the result of the 
bark sale to-day, from the fact that Howards 
have recently made a further reduction in 
their price. The offerings consisted of 2,100 
bbis ef Ceylon and 600 bbis of South American, 
of which 1,800 bales Ceylon and 100 bales of the 
latter sold at 3@3}4d, the principal buyers being 
Howards, and for American account. This to 
some extent may explain the cause 
of the drop in price by Howards, al- 
though the reason assigned was the light 
demand and free offerings by outside 
holders who were anxious to close out their 
surplus stocks. Domestic makers all report an 
increasing jobbing demand, at prices .within 
the range established by the various makers. 
In speaking of the last fortnightly public sale 
of barks, the Public Ledger under date of Aug. 
@ says: “South American kinds were not in 
much demand and 602 bales offered were all 
bought in, with the exception of 50 packages.

Guarana remains quiet and unchanged, only 
small sales being made at $1 50 for whole and 
$1 6244 for powdered. 

Hops have been very quiet during the week 
and a somewhat easier feeling prevails. The 
closing quotations were as follows: 


Barks. 

There has been about the usual amount of 
business tranracted in this market since our 
last. Prices asarule are steadily maintained 
and we have no special changes to record. Of 
Malaga orange peel small sales are making at 
full previous prices. 


Beans 

There haye been no developments of a spe- 
cially interesting character in the market for 
beans since our laat. The demand for vanillas 
continues active, though only in a jobbing 
way. No further change has occurred in 
prices, but the market is very firm, with the 
tendency upward. For tonka beans there iaa 
steady though moderate demand at firm though 
no higher prices. The quotations are $1 55@ 
160 for Angostura, 70@80c for Surinam, and 40 
@4oc for Para. There is nothing new to report 
regarding the other beans, which are in moder- 
ate Jobbing request at unchanged prices. 


Berries. 

Thers have been no changes of consequence 
in the market for berries during the week just 
closed, There is quite a brisk demand for cu- 
beb berries, though jobbing lots receive the 
most attention, Sales yesterday and to-day 
amounted to 38 bags ordinary at 85c. For stem- 
less berries the quotation remains 90c and at 
this price numerous small sales have been 
made. Of Juniper berries there have been re- 
ported sales of 600 lbs in a jobbing way at 234@ 
ec, the market being very firm at these fig- 
uree. For the other berries there is the usual 
demand at unchanged prices. 


Essential Oils. 


Dealers continue to report a goou demand 
for most of the essential oils, without special 
activity in any line. Wintergreen has again 
advanced, and is very firmly held. Peppermint 
is still irregular in price,and some sales of 
sassafras are reported to have been made at 
less than the general quotation. 

Oil anise rewains very firm at the recent ad- 
vance, but the upward movement appears to 
have been checked for the present. There isa 
good demand, but not so much activity as was 
noticed last week. We only hear of jobbing 
sales at $1 60. 

Oil lemon shows no further change, the mar- 
ket now being steady. Trade is reported to be 
good, We quote old crop at $2 20@2 25 and new 
at $2 3244@2 60. Bergamot is also reported to 
be steady and selling fairly at the late decline. 

Peppermint oil varies in price according to 
seller. Some name as low as $275 for tin oil 
while others quote $3 10 and report sales of 60 
ibs Wayne County at that. There are others 
who will sell at $3.00. Case oil is quoted at $3 40 
@3 50 by some but there are sellers at $3 25. 
There is quite an active demand reported but 
we learn of no large transactions. 

Sassafras oil is generally quoted at 35@37c but

Flowers. 
There is nothing noticeably new in the mar- 


ket for flowers. Trade has been very fair dur- 
ing the week but there was no special move- 
ment in any line, buyers confining their pur- 
chases to such lots as were required for imme- 
diate use. The jobbing movement in arnicas 
continues fair, holders demanding 7@8c as to 
quality. Cammomiles are inquired for and 
new crop Roman just arriving bring 17@18¢ in 
8 Jobbing way, a little better than previously 
Quoted prices, There is not much doing in 
insect flowers and prices are nominal and un- 
changed. 


Gums. 

The principal feature of interest in 
the market for gums this week is the 
advance in tragacanths, and an increased 
demand for arabics. In the latter a very g00d 
business has been done in a jobbing way and a 
firmer feeling obtained though no quotable 
change is announced. There has also been 
more inquiry for Senegal and we note the sale 
of 100 bags at prices not made public. Gam- 
boge has not changed, though some holders 
entertain firmer views. We quote 45@52c for 
pipe and block. Camphor is in very good de- 
mand, this being what is usually the most ac- 
tive season. There are no important transac- 
tions however, buyers contenting themselves 
with small purchases at 23@24c for refined in 
barrels and cases respectively. Larger lots are 
obtainable ata shade less. Benzoin is selling 
steadily inasmall way at unchanged prices. 
For Alleppo tragacanths there bas been quite 
an active jobbing inquiry since we last wrote 
and sales have been made at increased prices. 


Herbs and Leaves. 

Domestic herbs of all descriptions appear to 
be scarce, and the market for these has a bard- 
ening tendency. In leaves there is nothing’ of 
special moment to report, beyond the contin- 
ued firmness and scarcity of senna, Cocas are 
in moderate request, but are firmly he'd at 
380@35c. For buchus there is a light but steady 
jobbing demand, prices remaining steady at 
9@10c for prime short, 7@8c for common, and 
22@24c as to quality for long. Laurel leaves 
are quiet and unchanged at 34@4c. Tinnivelly 
senna has not quotably changed, but remains 
very firm at the range of 15@30c. Alexandria 
are also tirm but are rather quiet. 

Roots. 

There is a reported scarcity of all kinds of 
domestic roots and in some instances higher 
prices are demanded, while the market as a 
whole is very firm. Belladonna is reported to 
be very scarce, there being practically none on 
the spot; prices have advanced and as high as 
15c Is said to have been paid tor some 3,000 Ibs 
to arrive. Ginseng is quiet and prices are 
somewhat easier, the nominal quotation being 
$1 75@2 10. Gentian jobs at 444@4e while ipe- 
cac and rhubarb have a fair demand. There is 
a considerable inquiry for select licorice root, 
but the smallness of the supply restricts busi- 
ness. There have been reported sales of 1,500 
lbs at full prices. Ordinary is in moderate re- 
quest and we get sales of 300 bales at 414c,prices 
ranging from 444@7c as to quantity. Sarsa- 
parilla is ia moderate request. but remains firm 
in price. 


Seeds. 

There continues an active jobbing demand 
for nearly all the articles on the list, and prices 
have in many instances an upward tendency. 
There is reported to have been a large specula- 
tive movement in caraway seed, and the mar- 
ket has advanced, 

Anise seed is in steady demand, though only 
small lets find buyers. The previously noted 
firmness has been maintained, but no further 
change bas occurred. The general quotation 
is 18@13}¢c, as to quantity, 

Caraway seed has been very active since 
our last, the movement being of a spec- 
ulative character. The firmness __ire- 
ported abroad, which is said to be 
due to the fact that the Dutch market had been 
oversold, has stimulated this market and some 
large purchases have been made at advancing 
prices. Another reason assigned for the stiff- 
ness on the other side is that German buyers 
have taken some 10,000 to 15,000 bags out of the 
Holland markets. The sales on the spot are 
variously reported as 1,000 to 1,600 bags at 6i¢c 

up to 7c, prices going up about an eight of a 
cent atatime. Afterward there were resales 
at74@7i4c andthe market closed at this, with 
an upward tendency. It is stated that the cost 
to lay down the seed here now is 8¢c. 

Coriander seed has been rather quiet since 
our last and no important transactions have 
come under our notice. A firm feeling is still 
noted and we repeat our quotations of 5c for 
English and 434c for German. 

Canary seed has been in better demand dur- 
ing the week just closed, though the market 
cannot be written active. Spanish is out of 
the market, as the prices obtainable here are 
no inducement to shippers. Sicily is very firm 
and is receiving more attention. We are re- 
ported sales of 200 bags Sicily at 3ic. Of 
Smyrna there have been reported sales of 500 
bags at 25gc and 100 bags at 2}¢c. The market 
for the latter appears to be a little easier. 

German rape seed has been in good request, 
and we have sales to report of 100 bags at 3140,

The Outlook for Cinchona. 


To summarize the prospects of Indian grow- 

ers of cinchona bark,we think that an improve- 
ment in price may be expected at the end of 
the year, or early in 1887, when most of them 
will be offering their bark in London. For the 
next few months a rise cannot b» expected, for 
even should the Ceylon export fall off, buyers 
will not be inclined to pay highly fora product 
that they cannot be sure the market will be 
glutted with at the first return of prosperity. 
As for those whose plantations are not 
coming into yield for a year or two, the out- 
look is very hope‘ul, for there is very little 
planting goirg on except in India and in Java, 
and should Ceylon send away even a quarter 
less than she does at present—und this is a 
smaller decrease than most people acquainted 
with the subject anticipate—a glance at the 
figures given above will show what room 
would be left for Indiarz bark. The only com- 
petition planters in this country would have to 
fear for the present would then be South 
America, and as the bark from that country 
cannot be made to pay at present prices.a 
large rise in value must take place. Mr. Moens 
alludes, in passing, to the competition 
of the Madras and Bengal governments 
with private enterprise. As a for- 
mer head cof a cultivating department in 
Netherlands India, he cannot be expected to 
be violentiy opposed to the system, but he 
condemns the practice of local sales and the 
wastetul manufacture of the guverament feb- 
rifuge, “by which 40 per cent of the alkaloid is 
destroyed.” He does not notice the liquid feb- 
rifuge with which experiments are still, we 
believe, being carriedon. The question is one 
which must sooner or later, be decided by the 
government handing over their plantations to 
be worked as commercial undertakings by pri- 
vate owners, and the subject has been taken 
up with this view by at least two associations 
in this presidency.—Madras Mail.

TUESDAY EVENING, Sept. 7, 1886. 

Since the opening of the month there has 
been an improved demand all around for 
chemicals,especially for shipments to come for- 
ward before the closing of the canals. Stocks 
of all grades continue light, even though 
the arrivals have been quite free during the 
week under review. Late foreign mail advices 
report a firmer market all around, with values 
of some grades tending upwards. Caustic soda 
and bleach have both been quite active during 
the week. Carbonated soda ash has also moved 
rather more freely owing to the starting up of 
the bottle factories. The window glass makers 
are still negotiating with their blowers. Chlo- 
rate of potash is quiet, while kainit and muri- 
ate of potash are both firmer. The other light 
chemicals show few changes, as noted below. 
Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co., in their circular 
under date of Liverpool, August 26, say: “Soda 
Ash— Market remains steady, and there is notb- 
ing pressing sor sale. Price for caustic 48 per 
cent is 1 1-32d,and not much offering thereat, 
whilst some ash is held for 13-32d. Current 
price for 48 per cent carbonated is 1 1-16d, 
whilst high test is still procurable at 1 1-32d. 
Caustic soda has been offered during the week 
at £258 for 70 per cent, and this is at present 
most that buyers will pay. Sixty per cent is 
not so plentiful, and cannot be had at less than 
£758. Bleaching powder has been in demand, 
and £6 23 6d was freely paid for prompt ship- 
ment; yesterday a sale up to end of the year 
was effected at £658. Buyers’ ideas mostly re- 
main at £6, but there is nothing at this price 
procurable. soda Crystale—Local makers still 
have a good inquiry, mostly for home trade at 
55s@55s 6d. Newcastle is steady at 403 6d for 
gross weight assorted casks.” 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari - 
ous Liverpoo] makes has been in good request 
tor prompt delivery. Stocks are light, even 
though arrivals have been fair during the 
week, the bulk of them being under contract 
for consumption. The starting up of nearly 
all of the bottle factories has stimulated trade 
to a considerable extent; this with reports of 
higher markets abroad causes holders to offer 
with rather less freedom. The sales comprise 
50 tons from dock at 1 25@1 30c; also 150 tons of 
Kurtz to arrive at 140@1 424e as to quantity 
and date ofshipment. High test is meeting 
with more demand with values tending up 
wards. Sales are reported of 125 tons to arrive 
at 1 174@1 20c as to brand and quantity; also 
75 tons of special brands at 12244@1 274¢c as to 
brand and quantity. Messrs G & L Pilkington, 
in speaking of the Liverpool market under 
date of August 27th, says: “Soda ash continues 
very steady, makers being very well sold and 
demand from the States improving. We quote 
1 1-161 3164 fcr both carbonated and caustic 
ash and hear of cunsiderable business in 48 per 
cent carbonated at 1 1-16d for early shipment, 
with a good inquiry both to the end of this 
year and over the early part of 1887.” 

Caustic soda ash 48 per oont has moved 
rather more freely since the turn of the month, 
as many of the large paper mills haye been in 
the market for their usual monthly stocks, 
Values, however, have not shown much im 
provement, although holders are less inclined 
to press their goods, as formerly was the case. 
For shipments extending over Scptember and 
October there has been considerable done, the 
sales aggregating 600 tons for delivery in the 
Weeat at prices equal to about 1 25@1 274¢c laid 
down here, as to brand and quantity. For 
jobbing parcels the price ranges from 130@ 
1 35c as to make and holder. High test is quiet 
but firm with light stocks available for prompt 
delivery; holders are able to maintain prices 
even though the demand is confined to jobbing 
lots to meet current wants. The sales com- 
prise 50 tons at 1 22}4@1 3Uc, as to make, quan- 
tity and holder. 

Alkali 36 per ceat—Under reports of a firmer 
market abroad and light stocks, values here are 
held somewhat firmer. The sales comprise 50 
tons at 125@1 3c as to brand, quantity and 
holder. For BM 48 per cent there has been con- 
siderable done in contracts for future delivery. 
Sales are reported of 6)0 tons at prices ranging 
from 1 224.@! 274c as to quantity and date of 
delivery. Even though the arrivals of high 
test BM have been quite free during the week 
no surplus stocks are reported in first hands as 
the bulk of these arrivals are usually under 
contract for consumption; in many cases they 
are the balance of the August deliveries. For 
future contracts extending over the year there 
bas been considerable done the sales aggregat- 
ing 800 tons at prices ranging from 1 174@l 20c 
as to quantity and date of delivery. Several 
offers of 1 15c have been declined tor contracts 
extending over i887. 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent isagain in 
light stock available tor prompt delivery. The 
recent a:rivals have all gone into consump- 
tion, and what there is on way by steamers has 
also been placed. The resumption of the bot- 

tle makers has stimulated trade to a consider- 
able extent, specially for lots on the spot, 
while for shipments buyers are still renewing 
their bids of 120@1 22%}¢0, but so far nothing

has been done, The firm tone of the foreign 
market precludes any business being done 
under 1 25c. while for some brands 127}4c has 
been declined. Should the window glass man- 
ufacturers and their blowera come to a satis- 
factory settlemeut, as expected they will by 
the 15th of the month, a decided improvement 
in the demand is expected to follow, as it is 
currently reported that many of them have 
only light stocks to begin their blast. The sales 
comprise 150 tons from dock and steamers on 
way at 125@| 27}4c, asto brand and quantity. 
High test isin the same position, with holders 
asking 1 18%4@1 20c, as to quantity and holder, 
with buyers offering 1 15c for lots on way and 
for shipments extending over the year. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent for prompt delivery 
continues scarce, thus enabling holders to ob- 
tain full prices. For lots from store the price 
ranges from 2 80@2 $5c as to brand and holder. 
There has been considerable done in shipments 
to come forward before the canal closes at 
prices ranging‘from 2 67144@2 70c as to brand and 
quantity with eales of 500 dms within the range. 
The arrivals of high test have been light dur- 
ing the week, the bulk beiag deliveries upon 
August contracts. For shipments extending 
over the year there has beena large business 
done at 245@2 47}4c asto brand, quantity and 
date of skipment. The bulk of the sales have 
been for Western aecount as many of the large 
consumers prefer to have their goods shipped 
by canal. The sales aggregate 2500 dms within 
the range. At the close 24c was lowest named, 
while some are quoting 255c. Several large 
orders are stillin the market at 2 45c, but the 
high rates of ocean freights demanded excludes 
business at the moment. Messrs G & L Pilking- 
ton,in speaking of the Liverpool market under 
date of August 27th, say: “Caustic soda has 
been quiet at £853@87%s6d for 70 per cent 
white and £7 5s@7 7s 6i for 60 per cent. Wedo 
not hear of many transactions, but there are 
orders in the market, and a reduction in prices 
would lead to considerable business. Thereis 
a good inquiry for high strength caustic. 
Cream caustic is rather firmer and we hear of a 
sale to day at £7 286d per tonfob Liverpool. 
We quote £6 153@6 lis fd on rail at makers’ 
works and £7@7 28 6dfob.” 

The market for bleaching powder as is usual 
after a decided advance has occurred, has been 
rather quiet during the week. No disposition 
ig shown onthe part of holders to make con- 
cessions, but on the contrary they are less in- 
clined to offer very freely at current prices. 
Late cables report a strong and advancing 
market abroad, which will have a tendency to 
advance prices here. There have been several 
offers of 14¢c cabled for 100 tons of prime New- 
castle brands for early September steamer 
shipment, but at the close none of them had 
been accepted. The sales comprise 200 cks on 
way by steamers at 155c, and 275 cks of prime 
high test Liverpoo! brands, at 1 €0@i 65c as to 
quantity and holder. Messrs. G. & L. Pilking- 
ton in their circular say: ‘‘Bleaching powder 
has again advanced, and business is reported 
for prompt, and to the end of the year at £6 58 
pertoo, fob Liverpool, for hurd wood for 
America, while makers are now refusing this 
price for similar delivery, and quoting £6 5s@ 
6 10s prompt, and £6 10s September-December. 
In soft wood we hear of transactions to some 
extent at £5 178 6d@t on the rails at makers’ 
works, and there is now very little to be had at 
the lower figure. From Newcastle we hear of 
astrong market with advancing prices. For 
next year there is some inquiry, but most 
makers decline to quote except at a stiff ad- 
vance on current rates, and there is a growing 
feeling that prices during 1887 wili range con- 
siderably higher than during 1886. There is to 
be a meeting of the Manufacturers Associa- 
tion next month, when, we understand, the 
committee will recommend the continuance of 
the association over next yoar, the position 
having been much strengthened of late by the 
fact of a large manufacturer, who has hitherto 
been outside, becoming a member.” 


Sal soda, English, under free arrivals and re- 
ports of an easier market abroad is a shade 
lower than at the date of our last. Several 
lots have been placed from dock rather than 
store at 85c, although the bulk of the business 
has been done at 87}¢@90c as to brand, quan- 
tityand holder. The sales comprise 450 tons 
part here and from steamers on way at prices 
within the range. Future shipments are 
quoted at 85@90c as to brand, quantity and 
date of shipment. 

Sal soda, American, as the cool weather ad- 
vances is in better request for future delivery. 
The sales comprise 250 tons at 8544295c f o b, 
less 14g per cent for cash, aa to quantity and 
style of package. 

Salt cake early in the week, under free offer- 
ings for future shipments, was rather easier. 
Considerable transactions were made at about 
45@60ce as to test and quantity. For jobbing 
lots on the spot 6244@65c is named, with sales of 
16 tons within the range. Late mail advices, 
under date of August 26, suy: Sult cake is in 
very fair inquiry, and, being scarce, prices are 
rather better- We know of business in the 
early part of the week at 25s at Widnes, but 253s 
6d is now asked. At St. Helens we hear there is 
very littie to be had for prompt, but 25s has 
been accepted for September and to the end of 
the year,
